Silks, laces, jewelry, gold and silver 
objects and ivories were among the valu- 
ables taken by these European women. 

The looted articles, according to the} 
correspondent, were hidden in the re- 
#pective legations. 

NEW CHINESE TARIFF. 
Gpecific Duties Now Charged on Tex | 
tiles at Shanghai.

LONDON, Nov. 27.—The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of The Times says a specific 
tariff on textiles, which represent 60 per 
cent, of the total imports, is now in force. 
It has been indorsed by representative 
merchants of the different nationalities, 
and has been accepted by the Customs au- 
thorities on instructions from Sir Robert 
Hart, Director of Chinese Imperial Mari- 
time Customs. 

Customs procedure in conformity with 
the terms of the protocol, says the cor- 
respondent, proved unworkable after one 
day’s trial. The payment of duties was 
withheld by the importers for a fort- 
night, and there was general dislocation 
of trade. Matters have now been satis- 
factorily adjusted.

LONDON, Nov. 27.—The Indépendance 
Belge, quoted by the Brussels correspond- 
ent of The Times, declares that as long as 
the Continent persists in its brutal mani- | 
festations of Anglophobia the British 
nation will not regain its equilibrium, 
and the situation in South Africa will 
remain unsolved. 

The real strength of Mr. Chamberlain, 
says the Indépendance Belge, lies in this 
state of affairs, and if the outcry against 
British cruelties and bad faith should 
cease, his authority would crumble, as 
well as the phantom imperialism. 

Everything undertaken on the Conti- 
nent on behalf of the Boers has failed,

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| 1,200 CHILDREN RIOT 


IN A 4TH FLOOR HALL. 


Entertainment and Souvenirs Excited 
Their Derision—Potatoes, Part of 
Price of Admission, Used as 
Missiles. 


Huge red cards, announcing a children’s 
periormance to take place yesterday after- 
} noon in Colonial Hall, One Hundred and 
First Street and Columbus Avenue, in aid 
of a children’s home, were distributed in 
the neighborhood of West One Hundredth 
Street last week. Part of the price of ad- 
mission was a potato, and 1,200 children, 
each with a potato, went there yesterday. 
They fired the potatoes at the manage- 
ment, called the show a “ fake,’’ and broke 
windows and chandeliers till the police 
routed them and arrested the organizer of 
the entertainment, Oscar B. Steele, forty- 
three years old, of Boston, a theatrical 
agent, giving his New York address as 119 
East Sixteenth Street. He was charged 
with giving a performance without a the- 
atrical license and obtaining money under 
false pretenses. 
The big red cards were eagerly read by 
hundreds of schoo! children, who found the 
prices of admission advertised as follows:

7 cents and a pota- 
to; parents’ admission, 13 cents and a po- 
tato."” The advertisement stated that the 
potatoes were to go to the ‘“ Children’s 
Home.’’ Steele could not tell satisfactorily 
just what that place was. 

The red card also advertised a ‘“‘ Punch 
and Judy Show,” a ‘Cinderella, twelve 
inches high and thirty years of age who 
sings and dances,”’ and Brownies. he art 
of drawing letters was to be taught free, 
and, best of all, the children thought, 
souvenirs were to be given away to every 
child present. The presents were to be 
snes, roller skates, dolls, dolls’ clothing, 


Cc. 

The hall holds about 400 persons, and is 
on the fourth floor, and Steele expected 
about that many present. He was appalled 
at 4 o'clock, the time set for the perform- 
ance, to see 1,200 children, boys and girls, 
swarm up to the hall, yelling and laugh- 
ing, some with their parents and every one 
with a potato in his or her hand. 

The potatoes caused much rivalry and 
many consequent squabbles amon the 
youngsters. ‘* Mine’s bigger’n yours,’ was 
heard on all sides. One boy showed one 
of huge proportions, and in a twinkling it 
was stolen from him, and he sat down in 
the gutter and began to cry. 

John Thulman, the German proprietor of 
the hall, wiped his brow again and again 
as he saw the mob of youngsters, all eager 
to get in. The colored elevator runner was 
fairly weakened in pulling the car filled 
with children up and down the shaft. Max 
Oppenheim of 15 West Ninety-eighth Street, 
with four children, for whom he paid 28 
cents, and 13 cents for himself, finding 
Manager Steele in a terrible plight, offered 
to help him take money and did so. 

When the children got into the hall—near- 
ly all jammed in in some way, three-quar- 
ters of them standing—they began to clam- 
or for the presents. They had been told to 
keep their potatoes until they could drop 
them into a barrel for the Children’s Home. 
Then came the first trouble. The “ pres- 
ents’’ were given out and every one got 
what looked like a lead ring, thin as a 
copper wire. No dolls, or skates, or any- 
thing but thin rings. 

“ Wot a skin,”’ cried several. 

“I want a dolly; I don’t want a ring,” 
cried half a hundred girls. 

Shrill voices demanded dolls and skates 
till the room rang with cries of derision and 
calls for better presents. To quiet the 
youngsters the manager rang up the cur- 
tain. There were three performers, Steele, 
his wife, and a hired assistant. Steele made 
three huge dice disappear, ‘ 

‘“‘Is that all you can do?” shouted a 
boy, and howls ofederision maddened the 
manager again, and he changed the van- 
ishing dice to a ‘“‘ Punch and Judy Show.” 
The children were no better pleased. 

‘“‘This show’s no good!’”’ “Skin!” ‘“ Oh, 
es a cheat!’’ chorused both girls and 
Oys. 

A potato sailed through the air and hit 
hump-backed Mr. Punch in the face, knock- 
ing him over. 

** Hooray!’’ yelled the children. Then po- 
tatoes showered from all over the room. 
The Punch and Judy stand, the stage, and 
curtain were pounded with them. A win- 
dow was broken, and then another and 
then another. Each crash seemed to de- 
—_ the girls and boys, who would shriek 
with laughter and applause. 

One daring boy said he could give a better 
show than the one advertised himself, and 
he climbed on an electric light chandelier 
and began to swing on it. The children 
shouted in glee. Suddenly there was a 
scream. The boy had fallen with the chan- 
delier, which broke with his weight, and 
the manager almost cried as he saw the mob 
of children renew the shower of potatoes. 
Steele begged for order. A shower of hisses 
greeted him and a boy threw a potato 
which hit him in the eye, and amid shrieks 
of laughter he disappeared. 

“T’'d pay 15 cents and a bushel of pota- 
toes for such fun,’’ yelled one’ boy as he 
threw a potato through a window and 
yelled again as the pane smashed. 

Proprietor Thulman at last bethought 
himself of the police. Capt. Schmittberger 
and four detectives arrived. They were 
astounded. What to do with 1,200 rioting 
children on the fourth floor of a building 
puzzled them. The children had taken up 
the cry, ‘‘ We want our money back!” and 
some of the larger boys and some parents 
made such a clamor that the wife of the 
manager began to give them back their 7 
and 13 cents. They let the potato go. 

Capt. Schmittberger questioned Steele, 
found he had no license to give a perform- 
ance, and that he could not answer ques- 
tions about the ‘“‘ Children’s Home” satis- 
factorily, and he arrested him. This made 
the children wild with delight. They howled 
again and again and cheered Capt. Schmitt- 
berger. 

The officer then sent for the reserves of 
the station. and twelve men came around. 
They formed the children in line after a 
hard time, and sent them in Indian file 
down stairs to the street. Some _ still 
clutched potatoes. They could not, how- 
ever, be kept from vere 8 the while. 

Detectives Woods and McCue started to 
the station with Steele, and the boys and 
girls in hundreds followed. Potatoes were 
thrown every now and then, and many hit 
not only Steele, but the policemen, 

Steele said he has been in business ten 
years as a theatrical agent, and did not 
know he needed a license. He said he gave 
a performance last week in Harlem, and 
was to give another to-morrow. Oppen- 
heim, who had been struck by some po- 
tatoes from the children who thought him 
in league with Steele, was the complainant 
against the manager. 

The children waited around the station 
house until they got tired and went home. 


| Meantime Mrs. Steele picked up pennies by 


the thousand, wrapped them in two cloths, 
and went away.

The case grew out of alleged discrimina- 
tion by the railroads against the town of 
La Grange, Ga., on sugar, molasses, and 
other freight from New Orleans to that 
point. It was originally brought up on 
Oct. 25, 1895, on the complaint of a mer- 
| chant of the Georgia town, who claimed 
' that the railroads charged him a higher 
| rate on merchandise than the rates to sev- 
eral other towns. The commission decided 
against the railroads and eventually suit 
was brought in the United States Circuit 
Court by the railroads against the commis- 
sion. he Alabama court decided against 
the railroads, and an appeal was taken to 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
and a rehearing asked. It was this rehear- 
ing that the court denied to-day.

ADVANCES ON COLON’ 


Liberal Forces in Retreat Toward 
the Same Place. 


Decisive Fight Expected—United States 
Continues to Protect Traffic—View 
in London and Here. 


COLON, Columbia, Nov. 26.—With an 
armed guard of marines on board, the train 
from Panama that was due at 11:30 A. M. 
reached here at 4 o’clock this afternoon, 
bringing the news that Gen. Alban, with 
about 800 Government troops, had crossed 
Barbacoa Bridge and was continuing his 
march toward Colon. He is now at Taver- 
nilla, where he is resting. The Liberal 
forces continue to retreat before him. They 
explain their retreat by saying they have 
no ammunition. 

All of the fighting to-day occurred at 
Barbacoa Bridge. Passengers by the de- 
layéd train assert that fully 100 Conserv- 


atives were killed and wounded during the ! 


fighting there, and that the Liberal losses 
were insignificant. The Liberals are now 
approaching Gatun Station, about five 
miles from here. It is believed a decisive 
engagement will be fought to-night or to- 
morrow morning at Monkey Hill Cemetery, 
one mile from the limits of Colon. 

The Liberals retreated from Emperador 
owing to lack of ammunition. They admit 
having lost sixty men there in killed and 
wounded. Among the number was Col. 
Oyas. It ts claimed that the Government | 
loss was more than 150 men in killed and 
wounded. 

The trains which left here this afternoon 
for Panama with the lowa marines and 
the passengers from the steamship Orizaba | 
were delayed in transit, but reached Pana- 
ma salely. The marines came on the Ori- 
zaba, and are to felieve the time-expired 
men of the battleship, which is now at Pa- 
nama, 

The armored train which went over the 
railroad yesterday, ‘having on board Capt. 
Perry of the Iowa and machine guns, and 
flying the American flag, was sent as a 
demonstrative force and will not be con- 
tinuel daily. Passenger trains, however, 
will still carry a guard. 

The Colombian gunboat General Pinzon 
reappeared in Colon Harbor this morning. 
Her commander said that only 100 men out 
of the original 6UU carried by the vessel 
were on board, the rest having been landed 
at Porto Belic, ten miles from Colon. The 
presumption is that the 500 men are march- 
ing overland to join the Government forces 
under Gen. Alban. The ground they have 
to cover is difficult, and they will doubt- 
less take a few days in reaching their desti- 
nation. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—Secretary Long 
received a cablegram to-day from Com- 
mander McCrea of the gunboat Machias 
at Colon, stating that the Colombian gun- |! 
boat General Pinzon had disappeared. to the 
east. It is thought there that she has gone 
to Cartagena for troops. 

The reported action of Capt. Perry in 
declining to permit any of the Colombian 
or rebel troops to make use of the railway 
may raise an interesting question. It is 
understood here that the Colombian: Gov- 
ernment feels that it has the decided right 
to use this railway to forward troops. This 
right is based on the fact that the road is 
on, land over which Colombia has sovereign- 
ty and is operated under a Government 
concession, Colombia retaining an interest 
in the road to the extent of $250,000 per 
year. Moreover, the Colombian authorities 
say the rebels have not had their belliger- 
ent rights recognized by this or any other 
Government, so that they have no status 
as carrying on warfare. 


LONDON, Novy. 26.—‘‘ The course of events 
in Central America,’ says The Pall Mall 
Gazette, ‘‘is showing how inevitable it is 
that the United States should be the prin- 
cipal performer in these isthmian games, 
and that it is just as well that their Gov- 
ernment and ours should have settled out- 
standing differences and be working ami- 
cably together for the preservation of an 
“an open door.’ ”’ 


Gen. Diego A. De Castro, who is here on 
a secret mission for his Government, was 
an early caller yesterday at the offices of 
Colombian Consul General Brigard. At the 
time of the General’s arrival Mr. Brigard 
was reading a communication from Gen. 
Alban denying the reports sent here that 
the City of Panama was full of Liberal 
sympathizers. 

Gen. De Castro declined to tell of his 
mission here, but said that he expected to 
go to Washington in a few days and con- 
sult the Colombian Minister here. 

In speaking of the trouble at the isthmus 
and the reported battles, he said that both 
Colon and Panama were free ports, that 
the temporary occupation by the rebels 
would not really amount to much, and that 
under existing treaties the United States 
was bound to preserve order in that section. 
He said that at the present time Colombia 
had 52,000 trained soldiers in the field, 16,- 
000 of the gumber being with Gen. Valencia 
on the Venezuelan border, in the Depart- 
ment of Santander, and another large force 
rrotecting Bogota, the capital of Colombia. 

At Barranquilla, he said, were 1,500 men, 
at Cartagena, 2,000, and at Rio Hacha 
8,500. The General said that this force ‘of 
7,000, if the Government so desired, could 
be concentrated to support Gen. Alban on 
the isthmus, he having 1,100 picked sol- 
diers, but that the Government did not con- 
sider it necessary at present to make. an 
assault on the little rebel bands, believing 
that Gen. Alban, with his 1,100 men and the 

) men, sent to take Colon, who are now 
on board the gunboat General Pinzon, 
would be able to break up and disintegrate 
those small bands. 

Consul General Brigard said that he did 
not believe the statement made some time 
ago by Dr. Restrepo, the head of the 
Liberal Junta in this city, that the Free 
Masons in the United States were support- 
ing Uribe Uribe. He also denied the state- 
ment made by Raoul Prez. Dr. Restrepo’s 
secretary, that the reason for the existing 
war in Colombia was that 5,000 friars, who 
had been driven from the Philippines by the 
United States, hac gone to Colombia and 
tried to run things gs they saw fit. The 
Consul General said that instead of 5,000 
friars coming from the Philippines to Co- 
lombia, only three had arrived there. 

At ttle office of the Panama Railroad and 
Steamshjp Company it was stated yester- 
day that the officials of the company haa 
no advices to the effect that Gen. Alban 
had been denied transportation for his 
troops by the Colombian officials of the 
company. 


WOMEN SIGN SALOON PETITION. 


Applicant's Mother and a Widow Can- 
vass a Town for Him.

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Nov. 26.— 
For the first time in the history of Middle- 
sex County an application has been made 
to the court for a saloon license with wo- 
men exclusively as the signers. 

The applicant is Charles Willett of South 


River, who wants to keep a saloon there as 
successor of his brother, Theodore Willett, 
deceased. 

South River has a great many saloons 
now, and in order to overcome the opposi- 
tion to another, Willett’s mother, Mrs. 8. 
J. Willett, and Mrs. Cora Baird, a widow, 
themselves canvassed the town for signers. 
They did not ask any men, but after a 
little work secured the necessary dozen wo- 
men signers, who are also freeholders. The 
application will come up before Judge 
Woodbridge Strong early in December.

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| ALFRED G. VANDERBILT 


Member of a Syndicate Operating on 
Washington Heights—Large Tract 
Purchased. 


The announcement made yesterday that 
Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt was a member 
of a syndicate which had bought a tract of 
about 127 lots on Washington Heights from 
the Deaf and Dumb Asylum, came as a 
surprise to those who have associated the 
name of that family with nothing but rail- 
roads and kindred forms of investment. 

The Vanderbilt aversion to real estate has 
become almost proverbial. When the in- 
ventory of the estate of the late Cornelius 
Vanderbilt was made public the compara- 
tively small amount of his realty holdings 
was a matter of general comment. Indeed, 
aside from the Vanderbilt Building at 
Beekman and Nassau Streets and several 
parcels in the neighborhood of the Grand 
Central Station, doubtless acquired in the 
promotion of railroad enterprises, there was 
no evidence that the late head of the fam- 
ily had ever given any consideration to 
real estate as a form of investment. Other 
members of the family seemed to be sim- 
ilarly disposed. Aside from their various 
residences, their combined property hold- 
ings are comparatively insignificant, and 
so. far as is known Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s 
interest in the Washington Heights pur- 
chase is the first instance of the purchase 
of real estate for investment or speculative 
purposes by any member of that family. 

Associated with Mr. Vanderbilt in the 
present deal are Qgden Mills, William Lan- 
man Bull, ex-President of the Stock Ex- 
change, and Charles C. Worthington. Their 
purchase covers practically the easterly 
half of the Deaf and Dumb Asylum’s prop- 
erty; that is, that portion of it lying be- 
tween Broadway and Fort Washington 
Avenue, One Hundred and Sixty-second 
Street and One Hundred and Sixty-fifth 
Street. This tract has long been known 
as the Dickey homestead, and the buildings 
upon it, while utilized by the asylum, are 
not suited to its purposes. The main bulld- 
ings of the institution Me to the west be- 
tween Fort Washington Avenue and the 
Boulevard Lafayette, and it is thought 
likely these will be considerably enlarged 
and improved with the proceeds of the 
present sale. Whitehouse & Porter were 
the brokers in the transaction. No figures 
have been made public in connection 
with it. 

The syndicate has been formed to oper- 
ate in Washington Heights property and the 
deal just closed is said to be but the forerun- 
ner of others of similar proportions. The 
tract sold by the Deaf and Dumb Asylum 1s 
regarded by real estate men as one of the 
most desirable on Washington Heights, and 
has been the subject of considerable atten- 
tion on the part of real estate operators 
since the movement in property in that 
section began about a year ago. The plot 
has frontages of 727 feet on Broadway, 738 
feet on Fort Washington Avenue, and 519 


feet on One Hundred and Sixty-fifth Street. 
The southerly line is 365 feet. 


REORGANIZATION OF THE 
BALTIMORE AND OHIO. 


Pennsylvania Railroad Directs Forma- 
tion of New System—Common Stock 
to be Increased $20,000,000. 
Special to The New York Times. 
BALTIMORE, Nov. 26.—Under the guid- 
ing hand of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
is to be divided into three grand divisions 
under a system of complete reorganiza- 
tion. The announcement to-day that $20,- 
000,000 additional common stock would be 


issued is part of the plan. 
The funds will be used to finance the 


amalgamation of certain lines. In addition 
there will be issued an amount of collateral 
trust bonds for the same purpose. Most 
of the new stock and bonds will go into the 
Treasury of the Baltimore and Ohio, as 
they will be exchanged for the bonds and 
stocks of lines now held by the company. 
The new system is to be known as the 
Baltimore and Ohio, Pittsburg, Lake Erie 
and West Virginia system. It will, as in- 


dicated by its title, be made up of the dif- 
ferent lines.of the Baltimore and Ohio, ex- 
tending fromm the great lakes to the coal 
fields of Pennsylvania and West Virginia. 

On the lakes there are three ports reached 
by the new system, and at each place are 
moazrn facilities for handling coal and 
cre. These places are Cleveland, Fairport, 
and Lorain. The plan will sir together 
into a compact system about 1,600 miles of 
railroad. 

Lines to be included are the Pittsburg and 
Western, Pittsburg, Cleveland and Toledo, 
Pittsburg, Painesville and Fairport, Cleve- 
land Terminal and Valley, Cleveland, Lo- 
rain and Wheeling, Ohio River system, 
West Virginia Short Line, Central Ohio, 
lines composing the Pittsburg and Middle 
Junction Division, Sandusky, Mansfield and 
Newark, Newark, Somerset and Straits- 
ville, Baltimore and Ohio holdings in the 
Pittsburg Junction Railroad, West Virginia 
and Pittsburg, and Monongahela River 
Railroad. 

With the exception of the Central Ohio 
and its allied lines all these properties have 
been acquired since the reorganization of 
the Baltimore and Ohio. Some of them 
were formerly operated in connection with 
that system, but they are now to be merged 
as a part of the property. The consumma- 
tion of the merger will make three divis- 
ions, as follows: 

Main line, extending from Philadelphia to 
Pittsburg and Wheeling, including the Chi- 
eago Division. 

Southwestern, from Parkersburg, West 
Va., to St. Louis, Mo. 

Pittsburg, Lake Erie and West Virginia. 

With the new collateral mortgage there 
will then be four general mortgages cover- 
ing the Baltimore and Ohio. The others 
are the prior lien, first mortgage, and 
Southwestern Division mortgage. Fifty- 
one per cent. of the new stock will be al- 
lotted to the preferred stockholders and 
49 per cent. to the common. 

The stock of the Baltimore and Ohio 


amounts to $60,000,000 preferred and $45-' 


000,000 common. There are about $15,006,- 
000 4 per cent. ten-year gojd convertible 
debentures which may be Converted into 
common stock, and holders of common 
stock issued for such debentures will par- 
ticipate in the privilege of subscribing to 
the $20,000,000 additional issue. Between 
$3,000,000 and $4,000,000 of the debentures 
have already been exchanged. 


Not to be Called a “ Carnegie Library.” 

ELWOOD, Ind., Nov. 26.—The gift of $25,- 
000 by Andrew Carnegie for a public library 
building here has been accepted, and the 
Board of Directors has sent a written ac- 
ceptance. The letter says that the building 


will be known as ‘The Elwood Public 
Library.” It is customary for cities re- 
ceiving such gifts to name the library after 
the donor. It is said that the name “ El- 
wood Public Library ’' was_ chosen in order 
‘to placate some of the labor unions that 
are opposed to accepting money from Mr. 
Carnegie. .

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LOVE GOSTS MILLIONS 
IN A WOMAN'S CASE 


Francis A. Palmer Will Disinherit 
His Favorite Grandniece. 


HER SECOND MARRIAGE SECRET 


The Banker, Now 89, Lavished Affec- 
tion, Wealth, and Care Upon the One 
Who Has Betrayed His Trust, 

He Plaintively Declares. 


Francis A. Palmer, the wealthy banker 
and philanthropist, yesterday publicly an- 
nounced his intention of disinheriting a fa- 
vorite grandniece, whom for twenty years 
he treated as a daughter and whom since 
childhood he has looked upon as the apple 
of hig eye. Mr. Palmer's wife died a num- 
ber of years ago. 

The Palmer home was never gladdened by 
the presence of children until a little niece 
was received there and mad@ much of many 
years ago. This niece m&rried and died, 
leaving a little daughter, Susan Lewis, to 
whom the love of Mr. Palmer and his wife 
was transferred. The little girl was often 
at the Palmer home. As she grew older 
she was sent to Drew Seminary, Weils Col- 
lege, and abroad by the banker, who now 
looked upon her as a daughter and reared 
her in luxury. 

The gir! married Miiler Crampton seven- 
teen years ago. She was still welcomed 
and petted in the Paliner home. Of her two 
boys the elder was named Francis Palmer 
Crampton, Mr. Palmer bought for the 


Cramptons the handsome brownstone resi- | 


dence at 10 West Seventy-first Street and 
a country home. He also gave numerous 
resents of Jewels and money to his favor- 
te relative. 

Miller Crampton died five years ago, and 
since then, up to a few weeks ago, Mrs. 
Crampton, who continued to live in the 
Seventy-first Street house, was a dally 
visitor at her great-uncle’s home. She 
looked after his housekeeping, and a year 
ago when he was sick and at death's door 
for months she was at his bedside daily 
and nursed him back to health. So much 
did Mr. Palmer dote upon his grandniece 
that he is said to have had her leave her 
home repeatedly at an early hour to come 
to breakfast at his home at 7 o'clock and 
then drive down town with him to Wash- 
ington Market, where daily he did his own 
marketing. 

This is the grandniece whom Mr. Palmer 
yesterday publicly disowned. For a de- 
cade she has been looked upon as the 
principal heir to his fortune, which is esti- 
mated at $5,000,000. Yet within the past 
month he has informed his relative that 
she has been cut off entirely from his will 
and will receive no part of his estate at 
his death. 


A SECRET MARRIAGE. 


Mr. Palmer has taken this action because 
his grandniece was married for a second 
time in August, 1898, without his knowledge 
and consent, and because the marriage was 
kept a secret from him until he accidental- 
ly heard of it a short time ago. Then, upon 


his grandniece’s confession that she was 
the wife of Samuel D. Rockwell, a young 
man who is in business with his father as 
a coal-deajer at 1 Broadway, after a 
stormy interview, he disowned her. 

Mr. Rockwell is considerably younger 
than his wife. His sister was a chum of 
Susan Lewis’s at Drew Seminary and 
Wells College. The Rockwells had a modest 
Summer home at Stamford, Conn., near the 
beautiful country house of Mr. Palmer. 
There Mr. Rockwell and his sister saw 
much of Susan Lewis. The years passed, 
and after the death of Miller Crampton, his 
widow spent her Summers at Trumans- 
burg, Tompkins County, where she was 
born. Mr. Rockwell, who is afflicted with 
sciatic rheumatism, visited Sheldrake, on 
Cayuga Lake, near Trumansburg, for his 
health every year. In August, 1898, they 
were married at the Cayuga Lake House at 
Trumansburg. 

The couple returned to New York in the 
Autumn of that year. Mrs. Rockwell went 
to her home at 10 West Seventy-first 
Street. She was known to most of her 
friends and in society during the years 
that have elapsed In the meantime as Mrs. 
Crampton. A few persons were let into the 
secret of the marriage at Trumansburg, 
but Mr. Palmer was not one of these. 

Mr. Palmer says that about the middle of 
October he received an anonymous type- 
written letter informing him that his grand- 
niece was deceiving him, and had posed as 
the widow of Miller Crampton for three 
er yg while as a matter of fact she had 
een married again. Mr. Palmer refused to 
believe the statement, and was not fully 
convinced of it until his grandniece came 
to him and told him that the writer of 
the anonymous letter had told the truth 
and that she was the wife of Samuel D. 
Rockwell. 

A few days later Mr. and Mrs. Rockwell 
made the first public announcement of their 
marriage, sending out cards and holding a 
reception at their home. 


MRS. ROCKWELL EXPLAINS. 


Mrs. Rockwell, 
sald: 

“It was always understood that I was 
Mr. Palmer’s favorite and that I was to 
be his chief heir. When Mr. Crampton 
died my uncle expressed a wish that I 
should not marry again. I was married to 


Mr. Rockwell at Trumansburg three years 
ago, On account of my uncle's aversion to 
second marriages he was not told of it, 
although most of our friends were. 

‘*He learned of the marriage last July. 
At that time both Mr. Rockwell and I were 
out of town. When I next saw him, he 
told me that he had cut me out of his will 
and that he did not want anything more to 
do with me. 

“T attributed his action to those who 
surrounded him. There are many about 
him who are anxious that he should create 
funds by which they would benefit. I be- 
Meve he is now building several churches.” 

Samuel D. Rockwell was also seen by a 
New YORK TIMEs reporter at 10 West Sev- 
venty-first Street. Mr. Rockwell is a slen- 
der, delicate-looking young man, apparent- 
ly about thirty years of age. He said: 

“The marriage was kept from Mr. Pal- 
mer because he is an old crank, a perfect 
fanatic. He does not believe in second mar- 
riages, and we feared the news of ours 
might kill him, 

‘“He says that I cannot support Mrs. 
Rockwell. He has only gone on this tan- 
gent because I am showing that I am able 
to do so. He is angry because his niece 
has not been compelled to eat humble pie 
and because when our marriage was an- 
nounced a short time ago our friends in so- 
ciety rallied ot pews Ul to our support and 
Mrs. Rockwell's social position has not suf- 
fered.

A BLOW, SAYS MR. PALMER. 


“Yes, it is true that I am done with my 
grandniece,” he said. ‘‘I have settled ac- 
counts with her for good and all. She vio- 
lated my wishes in marrying again. She 
betrayed my trust by keeping the marriage 


a secret from me for three long years. 
Until four weeks ago I believed she was a 
widow. During the past three years she 
has often visited me every day in the week. 
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When I learned the truth it was a hard 
blow for a man of my years. 

“She has made a mistake.” ] 

Then he hesitated for a moment. Point- 
ing up town with his finger, he said, after 
a moment: 

**But I am sorry for that little woman 
over there.

He is 
a self-made man, noted for his rugged ten- 
acity of purpose and strong will. He is 
said to have started life as a street car 
conductor on the Ninth Avenue line, and to 
have laid the foundation of his fortune with 
hard work and careful thrift. 

Last night Mr. Palmer celebrated his 
birthday by giving a dinner to several cler- 
gymen and others who are interested in 
philanthropic work. This has been his 
annual custom for nearly a quarter of a 
century. 

He has been a notable figure in New 
York business and banking circles. More 
than twenty-five years ago he served as 
City Chamberlain. He was a great lover 


! of fast horses, and drove a spirited team 


until his strength became too much im- 
paired to control them, and a few years 
ago he gave the team away. Although 
eighty-nine years of age, Mr, Palmer visits 
the Broadway Savings Bank every business 
day in the year. 

Mr. Palmer’s friends say that he will be- 
queath his entire fortune to charities, and 
that since informing his grandniece that 
he proposes to disinherit her he has spent

RUIN IN SIGHT FOR 
CHICAGO TRACTION CO. 


If Judge Thompson’s Mandamus !s Up- 
held, It Is Said, the Concern Will — 
Become Insolvent. 

Special to’ The New York Times. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 26.—Ruin threatens the 
Union Traction Company in consequence of 
Judge Thompson’s mandamus, according 
to a statement made to-day by an attorney 
who probably knows more about it than 
any other man. 

“If Judge Thompson’s decision, upheld 
by the Supreme Court and put into prac- 
tice by the State Board of Equalization, is 
to be the rule of taxation hereafter, it 
amounts to confiscation, so far as the 
Union Traction Company is concerned,’’ he 
said. ‘‘I will give you the facts and you 
can judge for yourself. 

“The total profits of the traction com- 
pany for the year affected by the man- 
damus, ending April 30, 1901, were $7,000,- 
000. Of that sum 60 per cent. was required 
for running expenses in the strict sense of 
the words. Of the remainder, which was in 
round numbers $3,200,000, fully 40 per cent, 
was required to pay the company’s tax 
taking the tangible as actually assessed an 
the intangible as assessed in compliance 
with the mandamus. 

‘“ Now, I assure you that what is left will 
not one-half pay the rent of the five minor 
companies controlled, and it would not pay 
that much of it except for the fact that the 
traction company owns from one-fourth to 
one-third of the stock of those companies, 

“it is perfectly plain, therefore, that 
the traction company, if this kind of taxa- 
tion is to continue, is confiscated and must 
become insolvent. You tell me that these 
franchises will soon have to be renewed, 
and that the new arrangement will be ad- 
justed to this system of taxation. That 
would be encouraging if true, but, unfortu- 
nately, Mayor Harrison has announced in 
advance that the city will make no change 
whatever in its terms on account of the 
change in the taxes.”

JUSTICE HERRICK’S CHARGE. 


Justice Herrick began his charge to the 
jury at 4:10. He advised the jurors that 
neither they nor he had anything to do with 
the transfer of the case to Albany County 
and that they were to draw no unfavorable 
inference from the fact that Capt. Diamond 
submitted no defense. He continued: 


The people must prove the defendant guilty 
by a preponderance of evidence. The defendant 
is indicted for willful neglect of duty. Willful 
means not only knowingly, but with a bad pur- 
pose, an evil intent. It is not incumbent upon 
the prosecution to prove by direct evidence a 
bad motive. ,You have a right to infer evil pur- 
pose from circumstances or manner of conduct 
in actions or neglect to act. If the circum- 
stances in this case warrant that kind of an 
inference it is your duty to find in accordance 
therewith. The prosecution must establish the 
existence of a disorderly house, and that Capt. 
Diamond knew of its existence, 

The evidence shows that he stationed @ inan 

front of it, and gave special instructions to 
his men about it. It is for you to say from this 
if he had knowledge of it. In regard to whether 
he took all the means in his power to suppress 
it. the evidence is singular in that each side 
relies upon it to support their contention. It 
has been testified that the special instructions 
given were to arrest women on the stoop and 
in windows. Also that there was no falling off 
of business while the policemen were stationed 
in front of the door.

weekly reports of Capt. 
Diamond, on which 27 Stuyvesant Street 
does not appear, Justice Herrick 
eharged that the reports were allowed 
in evidence to show the bad purpose of 
Cant, Diamond. Whether the omission of 
“Lena Schmidt's place did or did not show 
evil purpose was for the jury to determine. 
In conclusion the Court said: 

The case turns on this question, whether or 
not Capt. Diamond refrained from closing up 
this house for a bad purpose, If you think he 
did, it is your duty to find the defendant guilty. 
The decision in this case is important to the 

ublic. The peace and good order of our cities 

Argely depend upon the faithfulmess and ef- 
ficiency of their police officers. If you convict 
this man, it will end his career as a public of- 
ficer, and, although police officers should be 
held to a strict accounting, you should not find 
this defendant guilty of negligence unless you 
are satisfied on the evidence that the neglect 
Was willful and from a bad motive. 

Justice Herrick spoke twenty minutes. 
There were no exceptions to the charge by 
*ither side, and at 4:30 the case went w 
the jury. Five minutes later the jurymen 
filed out. 


TO WORK WITH CHURCHILL. 


Capt. Chapman Says He Will Help the 
Acting Captain to Make the 


Bowery Clean. 

Capt. George 8S. Chapman, transferred 
from High Bridge to the Mercer Street com- 
mand, walked familiarly yesterday morn- 
ing into his new station house and home— 
for some time he has lived at the head- 
muarters of his command—and had a cheery 
greeting for his subordinates and visitors. 
‘As is his wont, he endured some gibing 
about his famous black whiskers with a 
smile and an occasional repartee, and then 
settled down to business, talking over the 
condition of the precinct with Sergt. ‘‘ Ed” 
Walling, son of the former Superintendent, 
and others of the command. Then he turned 
his attention to his lares and penates and 
the fitting up of his room, which was in a 
very untidy and begrimed condition. 

“Yes,” he replied to a question, “ the 
* Little Drummer Boy’ is glad to be back. 
I’m, of course, ready to do police duty any- 
where, and no one ever heard me rebel at 
orders from Mulberry Street.

*Oh, you let ’em alone,’’ retorted the 
handsome little man, fondling one of his 
facial adornments. ‘“* Beat ’em. You're en- 
vious, that’s all. I can stand it. High Bridge 
was not paradise, but I gained twelve 
pounds there, all the same.” 

Acting Captain James Churchill expressed 
himself as very well satisfied with affairs 
so far as chee have gone. 

‘The precinct has been whipped into 
shape,” said he. “It is fairly clean, and I 
will keep itso, and maybe do better. But I 
am to-day the same policeman I was a 
week ago. It won't be a case of ‘ swelled 
head’ with me. Col. Murphy sent me here, 
and I followed his instructions in what I 
did. I came to enforce the law as I found 
it, and have done it as well as I could, and 
shall keep on in the same way. Oh, yes, 
Capt. George is on the other side of the

“TI don’t know how I made out at the 
mental examination for Captain. I was 
confronted by two_or three tough proposi- 
tions, but I fancy I disposed of them prop- 
erly. In the physical examination I was 
marked up 100 per cent.”

| TWENTY-SIX KILLED IN 
EXPLOSION AT DETROIT 


Boiler Bursts in Penberthy Injector 
Company’s Plant. 


More than a Score of Seriously Injured 
Men Dug Out of the Debris by 
Firemen and Laborers. 


DETROIT, Nov. 26.—Twenty-six men are 
dead and twenty-four other men are lying 
in the various hospitals of the city suffer- 
ing from terrible cuts, burns, and other in- 
juries, all results of the explosion of one 
of the boilers in the Penberthy Injector 
Company’s large plant, at the corner of 
Abbott Street and Brooklyn Avenue, at 9:30 
o'clock to-day. 

In addition to those seriously injured a 
dozen or more employes were slightly 
hurt. They were taken directly to their 
homes. Eighteen men and boys have not 
been located. The unidentified bodies ac- 
count for five of these. 

A great force of men is searching the 
ruins by electric light, and the work will 
not be stopped until every foot of the 
débris has been examined. 

The Penberthy Injector Company’s plant 
occupied half a square. It was composed 
of two brick buildings separated by a six- 
teen-foot alley. 

The rear building, which was completely 
destroyed, was three stories in height, 54 
feet in depth, and 100 feet wide. The boiler 
room was situated at the northwest cor- 
ner of this building on the first floor. It 
was in this building that most of the man- 
ufacturing was done. 

There were four boilers in the plant, two 
horizontal and two vertical ones. It was 
the horizontal boilers that exploded. 

The floors and roof of the rear building 
bulged upward and then crashed down with 
their heavy loads of machinery and foun- 
dry apparatus. Walls, roof, and all, 
dropped into a shapeless mass of débris. 


Windows in houses for a block around 
were broken by the concussion, and flying 
bricks filled the neighboring yards. A dense 
cloud of dust arose, and as it settled and 
was sucteeded by denser clouds of smoke 
and steam, agonized cries began to come 
from the heap of tangled wood, metal and 
bricks. Those who were only partly bur- 
ied, frantically dug themselves out. Flames 
broke out almost immediately, and the hor- 
ror of fire was added to the suffering of the 
imprisoned. 

A fire alarm was turned in and quickly 
responded to. Calls were sent out for all 
the ambulances in tie city. Pending their 
arrival neighboring houses were turned 
into temporary hospitals. The first ambu- 
lances on the scene were totally inade- 
quate to carry those who had already been 
extricated, and express wagons and simi- 
lar vehicles were pressed into service. 

While part of the firemen directed their 
efforts at the fire, which was burning 
fiercely in the centre of the wreck, the 
greater number of them seized axes and 
crowbars and began prying out the victims 
who could be seen or whose faint cries 
were audible. 

The floors amd roof had fallen at an an- 
gle and formed a sort of huge cover, under 
which the fire burned fiercely. Not until 
the firemen had chopped through this did 
their streams begin to have an apprecia- 
ble effect on the flames. 

Engineer Riley was among the first to 
be dug out from the wreck. His escape 
was little short of miraculous. When the 
boiler let go, he was knocked to the floor, 
and one of the smaller testing boilers was 
blown over his prostrate form in such a 
Way that one end rested on some débris 
high above him, thereby forming a shield 
that kept the falling timbers, bricks and 
machinery from crushing him. The escap- 
ing steam, however, burned him frightfully, 
After his arrival at Grace Hospital, Riley’s 
first words were, ‘‘How did it happen? 
The engine and boilers were all right.” 

Gradually the rescuers worked their way 
downward through the pile. A vacant 
house adjoining the factory was converted 
into a temporary morgue. In several cases 
the charred corpses were so hot when re- 
eereres that they could scarcely be hand- 
ea. 

The hospitals were besieged by relatives 
and friends of the injured men. At Emer- 
gency Hospital, which was only a short 
distance from the gecene, and where many 
of the Injured were carried in Wagons, the 
floors of the reception rooms, and even the 
halls were used as temporary resting places 
tor the victims. 

The front building of the piant received 
comparatively little damage. All the win- 
dows, of course, were broken, and some 
of the machinery was slightly injured by 
the jar. Damage was done in this buildin 
by the automatic fire extinguishers which 
were set off by the explosion, 

The property loss is about $180,000, The 
firm carried $70,000 fire and some boiler in- 
surance. The boilers had been recently in- 
spected, and the engineer was known as 
one of the most careful and capable men in 
the city. 


TWO WOMEN TIRE OF LIFE. 


Mother Took Fatal Dose of Poison—- 
Daughter Grieved for a Day, Then 
Did the Same. 

NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 26.—Mrs. J. 8S. 
Collins, a bride of less than three months, 
made temporarily insane, it is supposed, by 
grief over the death of her mother, took 
a dose of carbolic acid from which she 
died at midnight. Mrs. Collins’s mother 
caught cold some days ago, and it was sup- 
posed from this cause died last night. Mrs. 
Collins displayed signs of excessive grief, 
and this morning, despite her husband's 
efforts to calm her, grew more violent. 

She calmed down toward noon and went 
into a room by herself. A few minutes 
later her husband, hearing her groaning, 
went into the room and found her writh- 
ing on the floor. Near her lay a vial which 
had contained carbolic acid. A considera- 
ble portion of the original amount of acid 
had previously been used. 

It developed to-night, at the autopsy, held 
by County Physician Washington, that 
Mrs. Schaff had taken carbolic acid and 
that this was the cause of death. Mrs. 
Collins, who was taken to the City Hospital, 
when questioned before she died, after the 
facts of her mother’s death were revealed, 
admitted that she knew that the mother 
had taken the pares. and said further 
that the acid which was missing from the 
bottle had been taken by the mother. II] 
health is supposed to have been the reason 
Mrs. Schaff ended her life. 


MAJOR J. D. KEILEY DEAD. 


Had One Time Been Treasurer of the 
City of Brooklyn. 

Major John D. Keiley, City Treasurer of 
Brooklyn under Mayor Schieren, who 
served on the staff of the Confederate Gen. 
Longstreet during the civil war, and a broth- 
er of the Rev. Benjamin J. Keiley, Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Georgia, died at his 
home, 213 Clermont Avenue, Brooklyn, yes- 
terday. He had suffered from heart trou- 
ble since late in April, and had been con- 
fined to his home about six weeks. 

Major Keiley was born in Petersburg, 
Va., in 1839, and at the close of the war 
settled in New York City, where he was for 
a time a writer and business manager of 
The Freeman's Journal. He was a lifelong 
friend of Cardinal Gibbons, who married 
him in 1868, when the famous priest had 
just been elevated to the hierarchy, that 
ceremony being the first he performed as 
a Bishop. ° 

In 1875 Major Keiley was dppointed a 
Knight Commander of the Order of Greg- 
ory the Great by Pope Piux IX. The rea- 
son for this appointment was that Major 
Keiley had organized the first pilgrimage 
to Lourdes. Major Keiley was always a 
Democrat, but in the great wave of reform 
which swept over Brooklyn in 1893 he sup- 
ported Schieren, although he had absolutely 
no acquaintance with him, and after his 
election Mayor Schieren made him City 
Treasurer, a position he held until he was 
legislated out of office by the consolidation 
of the offices of County and City Treasur- 
er. Mayor Wurster appointed him a Trus- 
tee of the Boys’ isciplinary Training 
School, an office without compensation, 
which he held until the time of his death. 

Another brother of Major Keiley is An- 
thony M. Keiley, once Mayor of Richmond, 
but now one of the Justices of the mixed 
tribunal! sitting in Alexandria, Bgypt, which 
is composed of representatives of the va- 
rious powers and is appointed by the Khé- 
dive, Judge Keiley’s appointment having 
been made by that potentate upon the rec- 
ommendation of President Cleveland. 

Major Keiley leaves. a wife, two daugh- 
ters, and three sons, his one married daugh- 
ter being Mrs. Helen M,. Sullivan, who 
lives in Dublin, Ireland.

Camp at Nortonville Again Established 
—Body of Murdered Union 
Miner Found. 
MADISONVILLE, Ky., Nov. 26,—The 
camp of the striking union miners at Nor- 
tonville is again a reality. From Thomas 
Rooney, a member of the official board of 
the United Mine Workers of America, it 
is learned that the new camp was estab- 
lished yesterday with fifty charter mem- 
bers and one large tent. Rooney said 
newspaper correspondents had better give 
the camp a wide berth. It is the general 
opinion that if the county officials remain

A contract was let by the union men to- 
day to carpenters for the building of a tem- 
porary box house, 20 by 100 feet. The 
building is to be used by the campers as 
a home during the Winter, and they will 
claim it as their place of legal residence, 
There is a large number of the union men 
in the vicinity, who, it is thought, will join 
the camp as soon as the building is erected. 
To-night there are in the re-established 
camp more than seventy-five union men. 

President Wood and Vice President Bar- 
naby, Board Member Read, and Attorneys 
Jennings and Johnson called on Judge Hall 
to-day and made a formal demand that the 
tents and other camp paraphernalia belong- 
ing to the United Mine Workers, which 
were taken by the Sheriff last Sunday 
when the campers were arrested and lodged 
in jail, be returned, Judge Hall declined 
to comply. This action on the part of the 
union officials is the preliminary to an at- 
tachment to be issued against Judge Hall 
for the recovery of the goods.

PITTSBURG STRIKE : 
ONLY HALF-HEARTED.

Switchmen’s Union Ordered Men Out, 
but Only the Allegheny Valley Rail- 
road Suffered Seriously. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Nov. 26.—Judging 
from appearances, the switchmen’s strike, 
inaugurated this morning, has proved a 
failure, The strike was ordered by the 
Switchmen’s Union of North America, and 
the claim was made early in the day by the 
union officials that every railroad in the 
city, with the exception of the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago, and the Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis, 
would be tied up completely. The develop- 
ments of the day, however, demonstrate 
that only one road, the Allegheny Valley, 
was seriously affected. 

On this road but one crew was at work, 
and the road is badly crippled. The com- 
pany officials, while admitting that freight 
traffic has been practically suspended, say 
that within twenty-four hours they will 
have all the men they need to resume Op- 
erations. The other roads affected were 
the Baltimore and Ohio, with twelve men 
out; the Pittsburg Junction, (a branch of 
the Baltimore and Ohio,) with fifteen men 
out; the Pittsburg and Lake Erie, with four 
men out, and the Pennsylvania, with fif- 
teen men out. 

One hundred and fifty would be a high 
estimate of the number of men who struck. 
None of the iast five named roads suffered 
much inconvenience, because new men were 
readily secured to take the place of the 
strikers, and some of the men, eo dis- 
covering that the strike order had not 
been generally obeyed, returned to their 
places. 

A meeting of the union was held this 
afternoon, and the claim was made that 
the strike was a success as far as it had 
gone, and that within forty-eight_hours all 
the members of the union, about 700, would 
be out. The demands of the switchmen call 


for the enforcement of the standard scale 


of wages. It is claimed that the Monon- 
eahela connecting line signed the scale to- 
day, but the officials of the other roads 
say they are more determined than ever to 
not sign. 

The strikers gained eight men to-night in 
the Ormsby yard of the Pittsburg, Virginia 
and Charleston Road. This is the principal 
yard of the road on the South Side, and the 
defection has crippled the company consid- 
erably. The officials claim to be able to 
put on new men to-morrow. 

It is elaimed by the strikers that they 
have crippled the Baltimore and Ohio in 
the Glenwood yards. They say only one 
crew out of the twelve regularly employed 
are at work, and that no attempt to move 
freight is being made. The report made by 
their committees is that at Glenwood twen- 
tv engines are idle and that at the Bennett 
Station yards of the Pittsburg and Western 
there are fifteen idle. The company offi- 
cials say the majority of these are passen- 
ger and road engines. 

A meeting of the Lawrenceville branch 
of the Brotherhcod of Trainmen is being 
held to-night behind closed doors. The 
meeting was still in session at midnight. 
{t is said the members are discussing the 
question of indorsement of the strike. The 
result of the meeting may not be known 
to-night. The strikers a peed confident that 
the brotherhood men will refuse to handle 
traing switched by non-unionists. _. 

Should the condition of the Allegheny 
Valley, as it existed to-day, be continued 
longer than two days more, the mills and 
factories along the Allegheny River, de- 
pendent on it for raw material, will be 
compelled to close down. The city mills of 
the Carnegie Company can stand the press- 
ure for this length of time, but if extend- 
ed beyond that the manager says opera- 
tions will have to be suspended. 


RAILROAD STRIKERS 
ACKNOWLEDGE DEFEAT. 


What little there was left of the strike 
which for a week gravely crippled the 
freight service of the New York, New Ha- 
ven and Hartford Railroad was cleared 
away at a meeting of about 200 of the 
switchmen and yardmen in the Harlem 
River yards last night, when they decided 
that they were beaten and would go back 
on whatever terms the company would 
give. These were the non-union men, the 
members of the union having already made 
a surrender. 

The meeting was held at the strike head- 
quarters, at 444 Willis Avenue, and the 


final decision was not reached without sev- 
eral ballots and much heated talk, which, 
however, no stranger was permitted to 
hear. M. J. Ryan, who was elected Chair- 
man at the Monday night meeting, when 
the men proclaimed defiance, presided. 

Many of the speeches, it was _ learned, 
were directed against Vice Grand Master 
Morrissey of the Trainmen’s Brotherhood. 
He was accused of taking money from the 
railroad to settle the strike. This is de- 
nied by the railroad people, who say that 
Mr. Morrissey simply ordered the union 
men back to their posts when he found 
that their grievance was based only upon 
the dismissal of an official in the yards. 

J. W. Wardrop, Superintendent of Freight 
Terminals at the Harlem River Yards, last 
night said that everything had been run- 
ning nicely through the day, that all the 
places of the strikers had been filled, and 
that freight was being received for all 
points on the line, sixteen trains having 
gone out-between midnight and 4 P. M., 
and thirteen having come in during the 
same ‘period. When asked whether the 
strikers would be re-employed, he said, 
“That remains to be seen.” 

Mr. Wardrop, discussing a story that 
strikers had fired a shot into a locomotive 
cab from the Willis Avenue Bridge, said 
that he had heard novng of such an inci- 
dent, and he did not believe anything of 
the kind had happened. 

‘*The strikers have been very orderly,” 
he said. ‘‘ They have kept out of the yards, 
and this is the one redeeming feature of 
the whole strike.”’ 

All the strikers also denied the truth of the 
story, which was extensively circulated, 
saying that when they went out they had 
determined not to molest the railroad prop- 
ory and had adhered strictly to this re- 
solve. 

The switchmen will hold a ball at Muller’s 
Bronx Hall, Third Avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-fourth Street, Friday night.

He was elected at 
the last meeting of the Board of Governors, 
and the fact has been kept a secret about 
which the members of the club were not 
Supposed to speak. Treasurer Theodore F. 
Hascall has received from Mr. Devery the 
initiation fee required of all Tammany men 
who want to become members of the or- 
ganization. 

After the last meeting of the Board of 
Governors of the Democratic Club, Presi- 
dent John Fox, who is a close personal 
friend of Richard Croker, said: 

“There is nothing to give out about the 
meeting. We just transacted routine busi- 
ness.”’ 

After the meeting the principal topic of 
talk was *‘ Has Devery been blackballed?”’ 
The feeling against Deputy Commissioner 
Devery soon after election ran high. Many 
members of the Democratic Club openly 
charged that the Police Department scan- 
dals were responsible in a large measure 
for the defeat of the Tammany city and 
county ticket. There was talk of taking 
measures which would prevent Deputy 
Commissioner Devery from becoming a 
member, but Richard Croker used means 
to effectually shut off all opposition. 

Prior to the election Deputy Devery was 
one evening a caller at the Democratic 
Club. Mr. Croker was informed by Andrew 
Freedman of the presence of the police of- 
ficial, but the Tammany leader took no no- 
tice of Mr. Devery’s presence, although he 
had seldom been within the portals of the 
club, After waiting for several minutes 
without a single member of the organiza- 
tion coming forward to shake hands with 
him, notwithstanding that there were near- 
ly half a dozen leaders who knew the Dep- 
uty Police Commissioner, Mr. Devery quiet- 
ly sought a corner of the red room to await 
the coming of Mr. Croker. 

Then took place what the politicians 
about the Democratic Club considered at 
the time to be one of Mr. Croker’s shrewd 
political moves, The Tammany leader part- 
ed the curtains of the red room, in the cor- 
ner of which Deputy Devery was seated. 
He looked carefully around the room, but 
apparently did not observe the large form 
of the police official seated in an easy chair 
in full view. Then he entered and walked 
about the room within a few feet of Mr. 
Devery’s chair, yet did not notice him. 

The word was passed around among the 
members present: ‘Croker has snubbed 
Devery."’ There was a gathering of a score 
of political leaders within two minutes in 
the parlor back of the red room. Every 
movement of the two men was watched, 
After Mr. Croker had walked about the 
room for several minutes he turned his 
back on Mr. Devery and started a lively 
conversation with seyeral members seated 
on a divan in the centre of the room. Dep- 
uty Devery was all this time shifting un- 
easily in the chair. 

After an interval of half an hour Mr. 
Croker was brought face to face with Mr. 
Devery. What took place at the meeting 
was not heard by the members of the club. 
That night, however, the rumor was spread 
that Deputy Devery was likely to resign 
before election, as he had been snubbed by 
Mr. Croker, These statements were printed. 

The following morning Senator Timothy 
D. Sullivan was a caller at the Democratic 
Club. The Bowery politician was much 
incensed. Within two days William S. 
Devery was proposed by Richard Croker 
as a member of the Democratic Club, 

The club members were at a loss to un- 
derstand the situation, and before election 
they considered it part of a well-mapped- 
out political programme on the part of Mr. 
Croker, Deputy Devery’s name was posted 
for membership on the bulletin board the 
required length of time. Lewis Nixon, 
Corporation Counsel John Whalen, and 
many other members of the club who op- 
posed Deputy Devery’s continuance as an 
official of the Police Department made no 
attempt to prevent his election. 

“What would be the use?” said a prom- 
inent city official last evening. ‘‘ We could 
not prevent his election. The members of 
the Democratic Club had nothing to do 
with his election, and we had no chance to 
ballot whether he should or should not be 
a member. If we had, [I don’t think Mr. 
Devery would be a member to-day. I un- 
derstand that there was just a quorum of 
the Board of Governors at the last meeing 
when Mr. Devery was elected to member-

KRONPRINZ WILHELM 
LOWERS HER RECORD 


Makes Westward Trip in 5 Days 
19 Hours and 6 Minutes. 


North German Lloyd Flier Buffeted by 
Wind and Seas Throughout Her 
Voyage—Some Notable Pass- 
engers. 


Despite adverse winds and mountainous 
seas that buffeted her all the way across 
the Atlantic, the new North German Lloyd 
liner Kronprinz Wilhelm got into port yes- 
terday with a new transatlantic record for 
her westward passage to her credit. 

The time of the liner from Cherbourg to 
Sandy Hook over a course of 3,049 miles, 
was 5 days 19 hours and 6 minutes, which 
is 2 hours and 4 minutes better than her 
best previous westward performance. The 
record for the westward passage is still re- 
tained by the Deutschland, whose August 
trip of 5 days 12 hours and 23 minutes has 
never yet been equaled. 

Talking about the voyage, Capt. Stérmer 
said:

NEWPORT, R, I., Nov. 26.—The Newport 
Trust Company, for which a charter was 
grantéd by the Legislature last week, was 
organized this afternoon and will undoubt- 
edly prove one of the most influential 
financial] institutions in the State, 

It has long been considered desirable that 
Newport should have a strong financial 
concern of its own, independent of all out- 
side control, and the trust company was 
organized to bring about this result. Its 
management includes not only a large num- 


ber of the prominent Summer residents, 
but also representatives of leading finan- 
cial interests in other cities. The Industrial 
Trust Company of Providence will have a 
large interest in the success of the new in- 
stitution, which will take the place of its 
Newport branch, taking also its buildings 
and deposits. 

The capital stock of the Newport Trust 
Company is Hmited to $300,000, all of which 
has been subscribed at_$140, The company 
organized by electing Frederick Tompkins 
President, Angus McLeod Vice President, 
and Thomas Preckham Secretary and 
Treasurer. These officers have been con- 
nected with the management of the local 
bank, which two years ago became the 
Newport branch of the Industrial Trust 
Company.

TOM L. JOHNSON WINS POINT. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Nov. 26.—The Supreme 
Court to-day permitted the motion of May- 
or Tom wu. Johnson of Cleveland for leave 
to file a petition in mandamus against the 
State Board of Equalization of Railways, 
compelling it to reassess the railroad prop- 
erty of the State at a valuation based upon 
the market value of its securities. 

The petition was filed immediately follow- 
ing the court’s consent. The petition, in 


effect, asks the court to construe the stat- 
ute to mean that the Board of Railway 
Equalization has the power to increase the 
valuation of railroads for the purpose of 
taxation over and above the grand total as 
fixed by the County Auditors, 

Attorney General Sheets will file a de- 
murrer to Mayor Johnson's petition and 
this will bring the case to a hearing on its 
merits. The case will be heard or submit- 
ted on briefs in time to be disposed of be- 
fore the court takes the holiday recess. 

Johnson’s contention is that the railroads 
of Ohio, which are on the duplicate for 
$117,000,000 in round numbers, are only ap- 
praised at about 23 per dent. of their actual 
value, while real estate in Ohio is apprhised 
at about 60 per cent. of its true value. 
Johnson wants railroad valuations in- 
creased so as to bring them up to a 60 per 
cent. basis.

ONCE RICH, HE DIED IN WANT.

PLAINFIELD, N. J., Nov. 26.—Destitute 
and without friends or money, Capt. Nich- 
olas Van Pelt, a well-known figure about 
the city, died yesterday at the poorhouse. 
He was buried to-day in Potter’s Field. 
His funeral was unattended by those who 
had known him in his prosperous days and 
no priest or minister was present at the 
obsequies to say a kind word for the old 
man. 

For nearly two years an Van Pelt has 
lived from hand to mouth. He has been 
enniless and lived as best he could. Last 
Winter a local grocer took pity on the old 
man and gave hima place to stay in his 
store. In his prosperous days Capt. Van 
Pelt was a man of considerable influence, 
an owner of sailing vessels and Captain of 
one, which was a pioneer in the oyster 
trade around New York and in the fruit 
and vegetable business down the Atlantic 
Coast.

G. Frank McLaughlin of Paterson, N. J., 
who was heavily interested in mining vent- 
ures, has been shot and killed at Sheridan, 
Wyoming, according to a telegram received 
by his family from H. C. Alger, the recent 
Democratic candidate for Governor, who 
was his personal friend.

SCHOOLS ARE NEEDED 
TO IMPROVE THE ARMY 


Mr. Root Urges Broader System of 
Military Instruction. 


“NO CANTEEN” NOT A SUCCESS 


Recommends a General Staff and Dis- 
cusses the Improved Conditions in 
Philippines and Cuba. 


Secretary of War Elihu Root has made 
public his annual revort. 

Attention is called to the fact that there 
has been a considerable retrenchment by 
the War Department during the past twelve 
months. This, the Secretary says, has been 
miade possible largely by the reduction of 
the Philippines from four departments to 
two and by economy in the administration 
of military affairs in the Philippines. 

& genera! improvement of affairs in Cuba, 
Porto Rico, and the other insular posses- 
sions, he reports, has also contributed to re- 
duction of the expenses of the department. 
The army of the United States has been re- 
duced from a footing of 103,150 officers and 
enlisted men in the regular and volunteer 
service on Noy. 30,.1900, to 84,513 men on 
Sept. 25, 1901, which has since been re- 
duced to 77,287 men. During the past year 
a large number of volunteers and regulars 
have been musteréd out of service. 

Secretary Root states that over 90 per 
cent. of the men sd mustered out have gone 
direct to.their homes. Their places have 
beea easify and satisfactorily filled by re- 
enlistment, 90 per cent. of newly accepted 
men being native born and the remainder 
of foreign birth. In speaking of the ex- 


amination of enlisted men and volunteer 
officers for commissions, the Secretary 
Bays: 

In all cases soldierly qualities and capacity to 
command as exhibited in the service have been 
treated as the most important considerations. 
Jive hundred and five enlisted men have been 
examined, and 214 ‘have been passed, declared 
qualified, and commissioned as Second Lieuten- 
ants. Eight hundred and thirty-nine volunteer 
officers have been ordered for examination, of 
whom 104 declined, 97 have been found not quall- 
fied, 157 remain with their cases undetermined, 
and 481 have been accepted and commissioned. 
There remain 142 original vacancies to be filled 
under the statute, 4nd there are on file 10,362 
applications, 

It is stated that the standard of the 
comfort and health of the troops has risen 
to a marked extent during the past year, 
and of this Mr. Root says: 


The reports show that the food and clothing 
furnished to the army during the year have 
been satisfactory, that the health of our troops 
has been. good, and the death rate low. The 
death rate per thousand of troops in the United 
States during the past year was 10.14; in Cuba, 
8.72; in Porto Rico, 7.90, and among the troops 
swerving in the Philippines and China it was 
reduced from 19.31 during the previous year to 
56.76 during the past year. This covered periods 
of very active service in the field by considerable 
portions of the force in the Phillppines, and will 
doubtless be much further reduced as the troops 
come to be stationed in more permanent quar- 
ters. In the opinion of-the Medical Department, 
when permanent arrangements have been made 
end proper sanitary regulations can be enforced, 
the health of the troops stationed in the tropics 
will be quite as good as if stationed in our own 
Gulf States:

A GENERAL STAFF NEEDED. 

Secretary Root devotes considerabl at- 
tention to the desirability of action by 
Congress permitting the formation of a 
General Staff, and of a broader system of 
general military education, - 


The creation of the War College Board, and the 
duties which will be imposed upon it, as in- 
dicated in my report for 1899, is probably as near 
&n approach to the establishment of a general 
Btaff as is practicable under existing law. Con- 
sideration of the amount of work which that 
board ought to do, however, in the field of 
education alone, leadg to the conclusion that it 
cannot adequately perform all the duties of a 
general staff, and that the whole subject should 
be treated by Congtfess in a broader way. 

No one can doubt that the general and field 
officers of our army have been too exclusively 
occupied in details of administration, with in- 
adequate opportunity and provision for the study 
of great questions, the consideration and forma- 
tion of plans, comprehensive forethought against 
future contingencies, and co-ordination of the 
various branches of the service with a view to 
harmonious action. A body of competent milit- 
ery experts should be charged with these matters 
of the highest importance,’ and to that end I 
strongly urge the establishment by law of a 
general staff, of which the War College Board 
shall form a part. 

Existing conditions make the subject of gen- 
eral military instruction one of primary im- 
portance at the present time. The imperative de- 
mand for the service of all our officers since 
the Spring of 1898 has caused a practical cessa- 
tion of all systematic education of commissioned 
officers for nearly four years. In the meantime 
the ordinary additions to the number of Second 
Lieutenants have been, roughly speaking, about 
one-third from West Point and about two-thirds 
from the ranks and civil life. In the reorganiza- 
tion of the enlarged army about 1,000 new 
officers haye been added from the volunteer 
force, so that more than one-third of all the 
officers of the army-have been without any op- 
portunity whatever for systematic study of the 
science of war. On the other hand, the rapid ad- 
Vance of/military science; changes of tactics re- 
quired by the changes in weapons; our own 
experience in the difficulty of working out prob- 
lems of transportation, supply, and hygiene; the 
wide range of responsibilities which we bave 
seen devolying upon officers charged with the 
civil government of occupied territory; the deli- 
cate relations which constantly arise between 
military and civil authority; the manifest neces- 
sity that the soldier, above all others, should be 
familiar with the history and imbued with the 
lial ove aetitatione—ail, indicate the great

t is @ common observation, and a tru 

that practical qualities in a soldier are. mor 
important than a knowledge of theory. But this 
truth has often been made the excuse for inJo- 
lence and. indifference;- which, except in rare 
and gifted individuals, destroys practical ef- 
ficiency. It is also true that, other things being 
-equal, the officer who keeps his mind alert by 
intellectual exercise, and. who systematically 
studies the reasons of action and the materials 
and conditions and difficulties with which he 
may have to deal, will be the stronger practica! 
man and the better soldier. 


FOR BETTER MILITARY TRAINING.

The reliance of the country for the large forces 
hecessary in modern warfare must necessarily 
be chiefly upon volunteers. The method and 
procedure of raising volunteer forces should be 
prescribed in advance, so that instead-:of wait- 
ing to devise plans for a volunteer army until 
the excitement and haste of impending war 
make perfection of design difficult and satis- 
factory execution impossible, Congress will have 
but to direct the execution of a well-understood 
lan by officers, each one of whom has long 
een familiar with the part he is to play. 

It is recommended that the National 
Guard be armed with the small arms of 
the regular army and treated as a first re- 
serve to be called into service at times of 
military necessity or civil disorder. 

Secretary Root praises the continued ad- 
ministration of the West Point Military 
Academy, and states that hazing and kin- 
dred abuses have been entirely wiped out 
at the institution that its general discipline 
increased and improved. 


ARMY IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Of the army in the Philippines he says: 


At the date of my last report (Nov. 30, 1900,) 
formal and open resistance to American author- 
ity in the Philippines had practically terminated, 
and the Filipino insurgent forees had adopted 
@ system of guerrilla warfare closely approach- 
ing brigandage. To successfully contend against 
this yy = and to suppress it, to afford pro- 
tection to the peaceful and unarmed inhabitants, 
and to re-establish local civil governments had 
necessitated the distribution of our forces to 
more than 400 stations. This process continued 
until a maximum of 602 stations were occupied, 
holding every important town and_ strategic 
point in the archipelago. The scattered guerrilla 
insurgent bands obtained funds and supplies 
from the towns and the country in the vicinity 
of their operations, The people thus contribut- 
ing to the support of these guerrillas had been 
rarely interfered with. Prisoners taken in bat- 
tle had been disarmed and immediately re- 
leased. 

After discussing Gen. MacArthur’s proc- 
lamation of Dec. 20, 1900, and the more 
rigid military policy which followed it with 
great success, the Secretary says: 

The most important single military event of 
the year in the Philippines was the capture of 
Aguinaldo, successfully accomplished by Brig. 
Gen. Frederick Funston, United States Army, 
under the supervision and guidance of his. de- 
partment and division commanders, Major Gens. 
Wheaton and MacArthur. Soon after his capture 
Aguinaldo voluntarily subscribed to the oath 
of allegiance and issued a proclamation to the 
Filipino people, urging the termination of hos- 
tilities, that ‘lasting peace might come to them 
under the glorious banner of the United States.’”’ 
His capture was soon followed by the surrender 
of such prominent Filipino leaders as Tinio, 
Aglipay, Trias, and Callles, with their entire 
tollowing. 

The operations of the field forces were so vig- 
orous and unrelenting that more than 1,000 con- 
tacts occurred between our troops and the insur- 
gents from May, 1900, to June 30, 1901, in which 
the insurgent casualties were: Killed, 3,854; 
wounded, 1,198; captured, 6,572; surrendered, 23,- 
095; with a total of 15,693 rifles and nearly 300,- 
000 rounds of small-arms ammunition captured 
and surrendered. Our casualties during the same 
period were: Killed, 245; wounded, 490; captured, 
118; missing, 20. ° 

The recent disturbances in Samar and South- 
ern Luzon are of minor consequence, and are 
being stamped out by the vigorous operations of 
the troops. Small disturbances of this character 
are, unfortunately, to be expected, but will be 
éontrolled and guarded agains’ by every means 
possible, 

CONDITIONS IN CUBA. 

Of the condition of Cuba during the past 
year and at the present time, he reports 
as follows: 

The Government of the Island of Cuba during 
the past year has been peaceful and orderly. 
There has been no occasion for interference by 
the United States forces with the ordinary ad- 
ministration of law. Following the plan of 
steadily training the people in performing the 
duties of government, the organization of the 
rural guard has been perfected, and that body 
has been placed under one head, and now in- 
cludes a total of 1,200 men and officers, armed 
with modern carbines and well mounted. 

In reliance upon fair and generous treatment 
by the United States the Cuban planters have 


‘made strenuous efforts to revive their great in- 


dustry, and have raised their product of sugar 


from 308,000 tons in 1809 to 615,000 in 1900, while | 
the output for the present year is estimated at } 


something over 800,000 tons. Incited by our pre- 
cept and trusting to our friendship, they have 
struggled to retrieve the disasters under which 
their country had suffered. All the capital they 
had or could borrow has been invested in the re- 
building of their mills and the replanting of their 
land. More than half of the people if the isl- 
and are depending directly or indirectly upon the 
success of that industry. 

if it succeeds we may expect peace, plenty, do- 
mestic order, and the happiness of a free and 
contented people to reward the sacrifice of 
American lives and treasure through which Cuba 
was set free. If it fails we may expect that the 
fields will again become waste, the mills will 
egain be dismantled, the-great body of laborers 
will be thrown out of employment; and that 
poverty and starvation, disorder and anarchy 
will ensue; that the charities and the schools 
which we have been building: up will find no 
money for their support and will be discontinued ; 
that the sanitary precautions which have made 
Cuba no longer a dreaded source of pestilence, 
but one of the most healthy islands in the world, 
will of necessity be abandoned, and our Atlantic 
seaboard must again suffer from the injury to 
commerce and the maintenance of quarantines at 
an annual cost of many millions. 

Cuba has acquiesced in our right to say that 
she shall not put herself in the hands of any 
other power, whatever her necessities, and in our 
right to insist upon the maintenance of free and 
orderly government throughout her limits, how- 
ever impoverished and desperat> 
people. Correlative to this right is a duty of 
the highest obligation to treat her not as an 
enemy, not at arm's length as an aggressive 
commercial rival, but with a generosity which 
toward her will be but justice; to shape our 
laws so that they shall contribute to her wel- 
fare as well as our own, 

Aside from the moral obligation to which we 
committed ourselves when we drove Spain out of 
‘Cuba, and aside from the ordinary considerations 
of commercial advantage involved in a reci- 
procity treaty, there are the weightiest reasons 
of American public policy pointing in the sam«¢ 
direction; for the peace of Cuba is necessary to 
the peace of the United States; the health of 
Cuba is necessary to the health of the United 
States; the independence of Cuba is necessary to 
the safety of the United States. The same con- 


siderations which led to the war with Spain 


now require that a commercial arrangement be | 


made under which Cuba can live. The condition 
of the sugar and tobacco industries in Cuba is 
already such that the earliest possible action by 
Congress upon this subject is desirable.

GAYNOR CASE BEFORE

THINKS OFFICERS ON DUTY 
SHOULD WEAR UNIFORMS. 


Gen. Corbin Says that the Custom Would 


Beget Respect for the Army. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—It has long 
béen one of the aims of Adjt. Gen, Corbin’s 
life to get the army officers in the War 
Department building to wear uniforms 
while on duty. They did so during the 
Spanish war, but after the war was over 
Secretary Alger allowed them to resume 
their civilian clothing. Gen. Corbin wants 
them to wear uniforms. After he got back 
from the Philippines he never appeared 
at the department without plenty of blue 
and braid. He has intimated his desire 
that the other officers should follow his 
example, but they have failed to do so. 
Gen. Corbin's uniform has been lonely in 
the War Department, and Lieut. Gen. 
Miles, ever since the intimation went forth, 
has worn a light overcoat and a slouch 
hat. 

The Adjutant General finally went to 
Secretary Root and informed him that he 
had observed that the officers of other na- 
tionalities all wore uniforms while on civil 

| duty. Gen. Corbin declared that this cus- 
tom, if followed in this country, would lead 
to more respect being shown the army. The 
Secretary thereupon issued an informal or- 
der to the officers to wear fatigue uniforms 
while dictating letters to their stenograph- 
ers and otherwise performing the duties in- 
cidental to life in a great city. 

Since then—the order was issued yester- 
day—Gen, Corbin has continued to wear his 
uniform, and his exumple has been followed 
by some other officers, notably those in 
the Adjutant General's office. Many of 
the officers in other bureaus of the grade 


of Colonel, Major, and Captain have obeyed 
the order. But the big chiefs have generally 
managed to forget the order. Gen. Miles 
was around in his usual light coat and 
slouch hat, and he seemed to wear it with 
| Some pride, although he is credited with 
| a fondness for showing his uniform, Com- 
missary General Weston’s large person was 
not set off by a uniform. Surgeon General 
Sternberg was imposing in a uniform cut 
somewhat on the bias, but he was not fol- 
lowed to any great extent by the other 
bureau chiefs, 

Some resentment was manifested by the 
officers in one of the bureaus toward a 
visitor who went in, and noticing their 
uniforms, began to stroke his coat and say: 
‘* Pretty, pretty.’’ Their resentment was 
accentuated by the fact that their chief, 
who is a Generai, was proudly flaunting 
an old sdck coat. Many of them joined in 
applause at the sentiment expressed by 
one, ‘'I wish I were a bureau chief.”’ 

The officers in the War Department do 
| not like to wear their uniforms on duty. 
Some of them who have never been abroad 
doubt the statement that it is regarded as 
essential among the effete despotisms, and 
others do not care if it is. 


TRIAL OF MRS. BONINE. 


| Washington Attorney Testifies that Ac- 
cused Made a Confession to Him. 


WASHINGTUN, Nov. 26.—George B. Gar- 
| diner, an attorney in the Interior Depart- 
| ment, testified to-day in the trial of Mrs. 
| Lola Ida Bonine for the killing of James 
| Seymour Ayres, Jr., that she had made a 
private confession to him of her part in 
the tragedy on the evening after the homi- 
| cide, several days before she took the po- 
| lice officials into her confidence. He was 
| a boarder at the Kenmore Hotel and usual- 
ly sat at the same table at which Mrs. Bo- 
nine took her meals. Mr. Gardiner told his 
story for the first time. 

He said that Mrs. Bonine had sought him 
out and asked his advice as to whether 
she should make a public statement, and 
| that, he had suggested to her that she 
should delay her confession until the theory 
of suicide, which was first entertained, 
should be fully investigated. A number of 
other witnesses were heard during the day, 
one of whom had taken Ayres to his room 


after midnight, about two hours before he 
met his death, 

The witness who took Ayres to his room 
Was a young man named Burns, who stated 
that when he left Ayres the latter was per- 
fectly sober. These witnesses generally 
agreed that Ayres had taken about two 
glasses of beer and that he was not under 
; the influence of liquor. Burns said that on 
one occasion he had seen Ayres treat Mrs. 
| Bonine contemptuously. He said she had 
nursed him (Burns) when sick and had vis- 
| ited his room both day and night. Other 
witnesses also testified that Mrs. Bonine 
had visited them when sick.

The Canal Treaty, the Congressman 
Thinks, Will Pass—His View of the 
Demands of Cubans. 


There will, it is declared, be no change 
in the tariff laws by the next session of 
Congress. While it is conceded that there 
is room for improvement, the opinion nev- 
ertheless prevails that the business dis- 
turbance which would follow any agitation 
of amendatory tariff legislation would be 
more harmful than could be compensated 
by alterations in the law. 

This statement practically embodies the 
ideas on that subject of Congressman Se- 
reno E. Payne of Auburn, who was in the 
city yesterday cn his way to Washington. 

While here Mr. Payne, who is Chairman 
of the Committee on Ways and Means, 
where all tariff legislation originates, had 
a conference at the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
with Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island, 
Chairman of the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee; National Committeeman Joseph H. 
Manley of Maine, Congressman Galusha A. 
Grow of Pennsylvania, and others. 

‘““Will there be any changes in the tariff 
law at the next session of Congress?’’ a 
NEw YORK TIMEs reporter asked Mr. 
Payne. 

“None that I know. of,” the Congressman 
replied. ‘‘ There have been published state- 
ments from time to time that I have sai@ 
this and that, but the interviews never oc- 
curred,”’ 

“But there is a great deal of agitation, 
especially in the West,’’ suggested the re- 
porter, ‘“‘in favor of amending the tariff 
laws.”’ 

“That is so,’’ was Mr. 
“but, nevertheless, I am satisfied there 
will be no changes. Of course, I am only 
one member of the committee, and I speak 
as an individuak but my best opinion is 
that it is useless to look for tariff legisla- 
tion at the next session of Congress. I 
have reached the conclusion that it is best 
to leave the tariff law as it stands. I don’t 
say that there is not room for improve- 
ment, but I do believe that no tariff legis- 
lation can compensate for the losses that 
will acrue from the disturbance of busi- 
ness by agitation of the tariff question. It 
is a good principle to let well enough alone. 
We are getting along nicely. Business is 
good in all parts of the country. Then 
why disturb it? 

‘* No, there will be no changes in the tar- 
iff laws, in my opinion. I have been quo- 
ted as saying this and that, but anythin 
expressing any different ideas from what 
have given you did not come from me," 

‘* What about the Ship Subsidy bill?’’ Mr. 
Payne was asked. 

‘**T am decidedly in favor of the proposi- 
tion,’’ was his answer. ‘‘ When Introduced 
last year the Ship Subsidy bill was not in 
shape, but as I understand it, it has been 
improved, and my idea is that it ought to 
pass. 

‘““My impression was that the annual 
subsidy should not exceed $8,000,000, but it 
has been fixed, so I am informed, at $9,000, - 
000, and that satisfies me. I believe in a 
ton for ton arrangement, and in the aiding 
of such lines that own vessels that can be 
easily converted into cruisers.” 

- What will be done with relation to the 
canal treaty?” 

“There has been a whole lot of specula- 
tion,” said Mr. Payne, ‘‘and I have 
watched the matter pretty closely. My 
opinion is that a canal treaty will go 
through.” 


CUBAN PRESIDENTIAL CONTEST 


Supporters of Maso Want Impartiality 
on the Part of American Officials— 
Gomez Not to Stump the 


Country. 

HAVANA, Nov. 26.—That part of the Na- 
tional Party which is supporting Gen. Bar- 
tolome Maso, the Democratic candidate for 
the Presidency of Cuba, has voted to send a 
cablegram to President Roosevelt asking 
him to recommend that the representatives 
of the United States in Cuba observe the 
strictest impartiality in the approaching 
election for a President. This communi- 
cation says: 

“We make htis request because certain 
official elements are trying to secure the 
election of Sefor Thomas Estrada Palma 
(the Nationalist candidate) by stating that 
he is the candidate favored by the Govern- 
ment at Washington.” 

Sefior Palma has renounced his American 
citizenship through a power of attorney 
given by him to Secretary of State Ta- 
mayo. This morning Secretary Tamayo, 
accompanied by Gen. Nunez and Gen. 


Gomez, appeared in court and made this 
formal renouncement. 

Gen. Gomez, in an omen letter to the 
Cuban people, advises all Cubans to vote 
for Sefior Palma, and says if they fail to 
recognize Sefior Palma’s intelligence and 
ability to fill the office of President .~he 
(Gomez) does not feel called upon to stump 
the country on Palma’s behalf. Gen. 
Gomez expresses his belief that the man 
who has done so much for Cuba should re- 
ceive the unanimous indorsement of the 
Cuban people without the necessity of any 
campaigning among the masses, 

The followers of Gen. Maso are elated 
over the refusal of Gen. Gomez to stump 
the country for Sefior Palma, as this was 
the great card of the latter’s supporters. 


REVERSED HIS OWN DECISION. 


In granting an order for a new trial in 

the case of Wilson vs. Willis, in the City 
Court, Justice Hascall, befor& whom the 
original suit was tried, says in his deci- 
sion: ‘‘ The minutes show unfair treatment 
of the defendant upon the trial, and in the 
charge of the court to the jury.” 
_ &. J. Wilson was a life saver at James 
Breslin's Edgemore Hotel, at Edgemore, 
lL. I. Last Winter Wilson sought and ob- 
tained employment with Henry Willis, the 
proprietor of the Union League Stables. 

A coachman for Dr. Cleveland lost a driv- 
ing coat and a whip from one of the lockers 
in the stable last April, and for some 
reason or other Wilson was charged with 
the theft and subsequently locked up in 


the West Thirty-seventh Street Police Sta- 
tion After being in jail five days Wilson 
was discharged in court. Wilson then sued 
Mr. Willis for $2,000 damages. A jury which 
eard the case before Justice Hascall re- 
rned him a verdict for $750. A motion 
was then made to set aside the verdict on 
the usual grounds, and Justice Hascall 
finally hauled down a decision in which he 
condemned himself for the manner in which 
he conducted the trial. The court says: 
“Plaintiff declared upon a charge of mali- 
clous prosecution and false imprisonment 
in that defendant caused his arrest for a 
grand larceny—specifically, the stealing of 
a driving coat and whip of the value of $59 
~detention in a station house over night, 
and continuation of his imprisonment in a 
district court and its adjacent cells during 
five days thereafter pending his examina- 
tion before a magistrate upon the charge 
made against him, and further alleging his 
exoneration and discharge from arrest. The 
minutes show unfair treatment of the de- 
fendant upon the trial and in the charge of 
the court to the jury. Plaintiff’s conten- 
tion that the only way that he could have 
been arrested was at the instance of Mr. 
Willis. The evidence certainly does not 
connect the defendant with plaintiff’s ar- 
rest, which occurred at night, but is con- 
clusive that he was not made aware of 
plaintiff’s apprehension until the morning 
thereafter. he minutes disclose error in 
the admission of evidence and make good 
yodd a of defendant's more important ex- 
ceptions. Another ground urged in favor of 
the motion is that of an excessive award; 
but, under the force of the foregoing rea- 
sons for the decision, it is not deemed nec- 
essary to examine this element in detail. 
These seem to be two good and sufficient 
exceptions to material portions of the 
charge, and it would not be just to defend- 
ant to subject him to the expense and 
trouble of appeal to obtain a rehearsing of 
the cause to which it appears he is en- 
titled. The motion must be granted.”

A COMEDY OF PEDAGOGY. 


The Stock Company at the Irving Place 
Theatre Cleverly Presents a Satire 


on German Schools. 


Not for some weeks has the German stock 
company at the Irving Place Theatre had 
such a chance to display its excellence in 
‘“‘milieu’’ and character drawing as it did 
last night, when it produced a three-act 
comedy by Otto Ernst, entitled ‘‘ Flachs- 
mann als Erzieher,”’ (‘‘ Flachsmann as Ed- 
ucator.’’) 

The play which Mf. Conried employed 
to enable the members of his excellent 
company to show themselves at their best 
is a clever satire on the public schools 
of the Fatherland. Any one who has ever 
spent a few years in those schools will 
have carried away with him memories of 
the strictest discipline, of brutality in man- 
ners and speech on the part of many of the 
teachers, and of an appalling lack of confi- 
dence of teachers and pupils in each other 
and among themselves, all of them faults 


bred mainly by the spirit of bureaucracy 
and by absolute subservience to authority. 

It is these defects in the school system of 
Germany which Otto Ernst satirizes in his 
latest comedy. Therefore the comedy is 
more or less of a didactic nature. It not 
only shows up the faults, but offers, or at- 
tempts to offer, a remedy, It is a comedy 
with a purpose. In order to fulfill its mis- 
sion, and perhaps on account ef the subject 
involved, the author has feund it neces- 
sary to employ an unlimited supply of sen- 
tences, words, similes, and other ares of 
speech, but very few situations. n other 
words, language. predominates over action. 
This is especially true of the third act, 
which resembles a treatise in dramatic 
form of the merits and demerits of the 
liberal and the conservative methods of in- 
struction as advocated by the various repre- 
sentatives of either school of pedagogy. 

This is and has been tor years a subject 
of great public interest in Germany and 
therefore a play of this nature will needs 

rove of absorbing interest to Germans. 
Therefore, also, the performance of last 
night is likely to be often repeated at the 
Irving Place Theatre. 

There is not much to the plot of the play, 
and that little and its development and 
dénouement are easily guessed before the 
play is half over. Flachsmann, the Direct- 
or of a public common school, has reached 
this position by gradual advancement, after 
having received his first employment as a 
teacher on the basis of a forged diploma. 
This is known to one of his subordinates. 
Another of the teachers under him is a 
young ideaiist. This latter, on account of 

is ability, is cordially disliked by most of 
his colleagues, principally by Flachsmann’s 
accessory after the fact. 

The latter conspires to have the object 
of his envy discharged. An examination of 
the condition of the school by a Councillor 
of State, which follows these accusations, 
results in the discharge of both Flachs- 
mann and his accessory in disgrace, and the 
placing of the young idealist in charge of 
the school. The only semblance of a love 
story interwoven-with this plot is the love 
of the idealist for a young girl, who is a 
teacher at the same school. 

The author required the assistance of 
twenty characters to tell this story, but 
each one of these is a lifelike study worked 
out with the detail of a miniature genre- 
painting. The actors of Mr. Conried’s com- 
pany depicted these various characters with 
uniform delicacy and humor. Each imper- 
sonation came as near being perfect as 
can well be expected. It was the absolute 
fidelity of the portfaits, the perfect har- 
mony of the colors which assured the suc- 
cess of the performance. 

Adolf Zimmermann, after many mediocre 
and ordinary performances, surprised his 
audience by a most excellent rendition of 
the rather difficult, though sympathetic, 
part of the young idealist. Franz Kiersch- 
ner’s portrait of Mlachsmann was a master- 
piece of character acting. Vladimir Scham- 
berg, as a teacher whose main interest in 
life is a game of cards, contributed a char- 
acter bit of unusual cleverness. Otto Rei- 
mann, as the accessory, played a villain 
with consummate skill. Hedwig von Oster- 
mann, as the woman in the school, was de- 
lightful. The only other female part, that 
of an emancipated, elderly teacher, was 
weil taken care of by Meta Biinger. 

Willie Frey, Otto Ottbert, Jacques 
Horwitz, Marie Kierschner, and the others 
in the cast made the most of small parts. 
Max Hiinseler appeared to be slightly nerv- 
ous and was somewhat lacking in dignity 
as the School Inspector.

CITIZENS’ UNION’S PROGRAMME 


The report of the Committee on Plan and 
Scope of the Citizens’ Union which was 
adopted by the City Committee ‘at the 
meeting Monday night ‘was made public 
yesterday. . 

The committee strongly urges that each 
Assembly District leader make immediate 
and earnest efforts to secure in every 
election district the most competent Capt- 
ain possible, and where available, not only 


Captains but helpers. All leaders and 
Captains are instructed to take a personal 
interest in the welfare of their constitu- 
ents, especially in all matters affecting 
municipal government. They are told to in- 
vite complaints and suggestions as to mat- 
ters that can be remedied ky the Union 
either through the district organization or 
through the City Committee. It is sug- 
gested that where it is found impossible 
to maintain the district organization in its 
full activity that a skeleton organization 
be maintained through efficient district 
Captains. Wherever there is a disposition 
te-maintain a club one is to be established. 
These clubs are to take the form of social 
organizations. 

For the purpose of keeping the Union be- 
fore the public and to disseminate its prin- 
ciples and hyena an interest in public 
affairs, it is suggested that in districts 
where there no demand for headquar- 
ters of a social character, a series of meet- 
ings be provided at which discussions or 
addresses, not necessarily confined to the 
purposes of the Union, But designed as at- 
tractive entertainments be given. / 

After spating that the Union has plenty 
ef work ahead of it the report goes on to 
outline the hag: fields of endeavor which 
new invite the attention of the Union. It 
says: 

Gertain economic and social matters referred to 
in the platform should receive immediate atten- 
tion. Among these are specific encouragement to 
the building of improved tenements, judicious in- 
crease of direct employment by the city, Con- 
stitutional laws, by amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, securing to’ workmen upon the municipal 
works, whether on fe payroll of the city or of 
the contractors, the prevailing rate of wages, re- 
téntion by the city of its franchises without 
leasing, except, for short periods, supervision of 
corporations using city franchises, to secure ad- 
equate service at reasonable rates, and home 
rule for the city and greater control by tne 
boroughs over their purely local affairs.

OVER THE SITUATION 


Confers with _Assemblymen-Elect 
from This City.

His Re-election Regarded as Certain— 
Governor May Recommend Abolish- 
ment of Direct State Tax. 


Speaker T, Frederick Nixon consulted 
yesterday with a number of the Republican 
Assemblymen-elect from New. York City. 
The Speaker was anxious to ascertain the 
local sentiment upon various propositions 
affecting New York City which will come 
before the Legislature this Winter and was 
particularly desirous to learn the aspira- 
tions of the New York members with re- 
gard to committee places. 

There is said to be no doubt whatever 
about Mr. Nixon’s re-election as Speaker, 
and he is therefore securing the informa-* 
tion which will enable him to fix up hfs 
slate of committee appointments before the 
holidays. The impression seems to be that 
the Republican members who were re- 
turned to the Assembly will all get the 
same committee places which they had in 
the last Assembly, with possibly a few ex- 
ceptions. It.is said to be certain that no 
important changes except those which. are 
in the nature of promotions will be made 
in the assignments of re-elected Republican 
members. 

Owing to the fact that a number of Re- 
publican members who had good committee 
assignments failed either of renomination 
or re-election the Speaker will have a num- 
ber of places to fill. One of the most im- 
portant yacancies is the Chairmanship of 
the Committee on Judiciary. In this year’s 
Legislature this place was filled by Robert 
J. Fish of Madison County. Mr. Fish was 
not renominated. It is said that the ap- 
pointment is likely to go to Gherardi Davis 
of the Twenty-seventh District of this city. 

Assemblyman Charles H. Knipp of Elmira 
was in the city yesterday and called at the 
Republican State Headquarters. Mr. Knipp 
is the Chairman of the House Committee on 
Excise. He said the excise question was 
not causing any stir in his section. He did 


not care to express himself on the local 
agitation on this subject. 

All the members of the Legislature who 
have been in town in the past few days say 
they expect a short session. With the ex- 
ception of the excise question, they do not 
see anything in -prospect which threatens 
much of a controversy. The impression 
among the legislators is that Gov. Odell 
will make some further tax recommenda- 
tions aimed at the total abolishment of the 
direct State tax. The Governor's tax meas- 
ures passed at the last session, they say, 
have proved very popular up the State and 
for this reason, it is said, any reeommenda- 
tions which he makes upon the subject are 
quite likely to be enacted into law.

“Tt is clear that the amendment of 1901 
does apply to the sale of meats. The section, 
before the amendment, permitted the public 
sale of food, cooked or uncooked, before 10 
o'clock, and the amendment must relate to 
this part of the section, and limit the right 
of public sale, before 10 o'clock to cedked 
meats, &c. [t cannot be made to apply to 
the sale of meals, for it has no relation to 
that subject unless the Legislature is to 
be assumed to have classed as a meal the 
public selling of uncooked flesh to be eaten 
upon the premises, an interpretation not

SUNDAY MEAT LAW UPHELD. 


Justice Giegerich Declares Statute Pro- 
hibiting Sale on the Sabbath 
Constitutional. 


Justice Giegerich, in the Supreme Court, 
decided yesterday that the new law pro- 
hibiting the sale of uncooked meat on the 
Sabbath was constitutional. The qugstion 
of the constitutionality of the law had been 
raised before the court in a test case, in 
which William Woodin, an east side butch- 
er, who sold meat on the first Sunday after 
the new law went into effect, was arrested, 

after his arrest sued out a writ of 


as corpus on the ground that the law 
habes constitutional. he decision of Jus- 
tice Giegerich has been awaited anxiously 
all over the State, as thousands of persons 
who profited by the old law, which per- 
mitted the sale of meat up to 10 o'clock 
in the morning on Sunday, have protested 
vigorously against the new statute, Jus- 
tice Giegerich’s decision, in which he dis- 
misses the writ of habeas corpus, is as fol- 
tom Under Section 267 af the Penal Code 
prior to its amendment by Chapter 392 o 
the Laws of 1901, the sale of articles of 
food generally was permitted on Sunday 
before 10 o’clock, and the sale of meals, to 
be eaten on the premises, was allowed at 
any time of the day. By the amendment of 
1901, the following sentence was added: 
‘The provision of this section, however, 
shall not be construed to allow or permit 
the public sale or exposing for sale or de- 
livery of uncooked flesh foods, or meats, 
fresh or salt, at any hour or time of the

day.’ 
v. It is contended on behalf of the relator

DR. RAINSFORD FAVORS 
SUNDAY SALOON OPENING | 


He Answers Attack Made Upon 
Him by Senator Raines. 


“If You Legislate Ahead ‘of the Public 
Conscience You Defeat Your Ends,” 
the Keynote of His Views. 


The Rev. William 8. Rainsford, rector of 
St. George's Protestant Episcopal Church, 
had something to say yesterday regarding 
the interview.of Senator John Raines, 
father of the present excise law, which was 
published a day or two ago: Dr. Rainsford 
has been out of town for several days, and 
had net seen the interview during his ab- 
sence, ¥ 

In the interview Senator Raines is quoted 
as saying, among other things: ‘I believe 
the decent, plain people can rest in confi- 
dence that, notwithstanding the efforts’ of 
the brewers and such ministers, of which 
Rainsford is a type, who in the livery of 
Heaven serve onfy the devil, New York 
will escape, for the next year at least, the 
reproach of adding to the misery of her 
women and children, of increasing her vast 
army of unfortuates, and of filling further 
the ranks of her criminal population by 
opening the doors of her 7,000 saloons on 
Sunday.” 

“This is personal,’’ Dr. Rainsford replied 
after reading the interview. ‘‘I never re- 
ply to personal attacks; I am too well 
known here for that. My record must 
stand as a refutation to such stuff. 

“I am sorry for Mr. Raines; he doesn’t 
live here, and doesn’t know _our needs. My 
position upon this subject is well known. 
It hasn’t changed. I was practically alone 
in ft when I first gave utterance to it. 
As you know, some very substantial citi- 
zens have come to think as I do now. -They 
tried hard to shut Mr. Jerome up on the 
subject during the recent campaign, but 
he wouldn’t be shut up. He’s too sincere. 

“The keynote of my views upon the sub- 
ject is contained in this sentence—take it 
down: os 

“If you legislate ahead of the public 


‘conscience you defeat your ends. 


“IT am opposed to the saloons; I wish we 


could shut them all up. But it’s simply the 
worst sort of nonsense to belleve that in a 
city which, next to Berlin, is the greatest 
German city in the world, we can shut up 
the saloons on Sunday. You can’t shut up 
the saloons and give the people nothing 
else for it. Reforms in a great city like 
New York are not brought about in a day. 
That isn’t practical. The people want the 
salooms; they haven't any other place to go 
for a little recreation. 

“The worst phase of the case as it stands’ 
to-day is that under the. present system 
children are taught to violate the law. 
That’s a very bad example to set. It also 
Opens the door to blackmail; that’s an- 
othér very bad side of the subject. 

“If I had_ my way I would open a saloon 
on th ext corner where wine and beer 

tained during certain hours of 

ould take perhaps $100,000 to 

ent, howéver, and that I 

haven't got. en then that wouldn't solve 
the problem in New York, as the place 
would only be serviceable as an example.”’ 

In conclusion Dr. Rainsford showed a let- 
ter which he had received lately from a 
friend, whose views he said were almost 
identical with his own. This letter stated 
that in-a great measure the blame for. the 
present lax enforcement of the Sunday 
closing law lay in a great measure upo 
the State, not the ‘city. The writer of the 
letter further went on to say that he was 
in favor of Sunday closing, but would vast- 
ly rather see everything open by law than 
see an attempt to close by law which is 
not practicable.

THANKSGIVING DAY 


Bounteous Feasts. to be Spread 
for Needy Guests. 


Big Demand for Turkeys Despite Poor 
Quality and High Prices—Game 
Scarce and Expensive. 


Thanksgiving Day, according to all pres- 
ent indications, will be celebrated with 
more than usual zest to-morrow, the crisp 
weather of the last two days giving just 
the needed touch to inspire full enthusiasm, 
The day is a legal holiday, and the banks 
and Exchanges, and nearly every place of 
business will be closed for the entire day, 
and religious services, in most instances 
union services, will be held in places of 
public worship throughout the city. Those 
inclined for outdoor entertainment will find 
plenty of variety, and the theatres will 
have their doors wide for those who prefer 
to remain in town. 

Special dinners have been provided for 
all the inmates of the public charitable 
institutions, and the prisons, and the usual 
arrangements have been made by the char- 
itable organizations, not only for great 
dinners served to all who come, but for 
house-to-house distributions of baskets of 
good things to families ‘that must other- 
wise go without Thanksgiving cheer. The 
American Femaie Guardian Society will act 
a day ahead of time by giving what is 
called a luncheon in every one of its twelve 
industrial schools throughout the city to- 
day, and expects to feed 4,000 of the at- 
tending children and their young friends 
in such a fashion that not a child among 
them but will feel that there is something 


to be thankful for at to-morrow’s awaken- 
ing. 
But lavish as all these charity dinners 
will be, they will count for little when 
compared with the great family Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner that all New York will eat to- 
morrow. It will take about 500,000 turkeys 
to supply this meal at a conservative esti- 
mate, and at the average price the birds 
will cost just about $900, , prices in the 
markets ranging from 12% cents to 20 
cents a pound. The cheaper kind of tur- 
keys come from the West, and the 20 cents 
a pound variety are from Maryland. They 
are not the highest-priced by any means, 
for there are turkeys from Vermont in the 
stocks of the big dealers in Washington 
Market that cost 35 and even 40 cents a 
pound. ‘ 

“Those farmers up in the Green Mountain 
country,” said H. D. Lippman, the veteran 
sal@man of the market, “ feed their tur- 
keys on special foods, ground up chestnuts 
and the like. That’s what makes the dif- 
ference, but the Maryland birds are more 
like them than any others, and they're 
cheaper at the price than any of the others, 
The corn crop failed out West, you know, 
and from the looks of things they’ve been 
feeding the turkey on anything they could 
get out there. There are very few good 
turkeys in the market, and that’s a fact. 
They are running very poor. Even. the 
best Maryland turkeys are not up to the 
standard. You see, the weather was so 
warm here this Summer that I think the 
turkeys are three weeks behind. We have 
hard work to get enough good turkeys for 
our orders."’ 

Despite this frank statement, the truth 
of which was admitted by marketmen gen- 
erally, the place resembled the Stock Ex- 
change on a rising market yesterday, and 
an extra force of policemen was on hand to 
guard weak spirits against the temptations 
offered by the freely opened pocketbooks. 

There was a scramble for turkeys, and 
the great run of buyers would have noth- 
ing else, despite the prices, It was a good- 
natured crowd, and the dealers were happy. 
Convenient little wooden handles for car- 
rying were supplied with every bird sold by 
most of them, and one humorous trades- 
man had his finest birds placarded with 
the names of persons much in the public 
eye, Tammany officials and the like, and 
such sentiments as ‘‘ Oh, go psd back and 
sit down—with me.”’ All of which pleased 
the crowd, 

Geese were a good second choice to tur- 
keys, and are of better qu@ity at 18 cents. 
Ducks were about the same, and fowls 15 
cents or less. 

Game, however, is very scarce on account 
of many new State laws, forbidding the 
shipping of it over State lines. It ranges 
about double the prices of last year, as a 
few quotations will show: Grouse, per 
pair, $2.50; partridges, $2.75 to $3: canvas- 
backs, $4; redhead ducks, $3; ruddy ducks, 
$1.75; blackhead, $1.50; mallards, $1.50; 
broadbills, $1, 

Accompaniments to the dinner, cranber- 
ries, celery, and pumpkins, fule at about 
the same prices as last year, and are of 
good quality, especially the Cape Cod ¢ran- 
berries, and the celery from Central New 
York, and the city will fare very well, in- 
deed, at its great private dinner, if it can 
overlook the temporary shortcomings of 
ie bird so long associated with the holi- 
aay.

CHILE AND ARGENTINA.

Difficulty About to be Satisfactorily Ad- 
justed—War Reports Said to be 


Due to Speculators. 
SANTIAGO, Chile, Nov. 26.—The Incident 
between Chile and the Argentine Republic 
is about to be satisfactorily arranged. 
The Chilean authorities and the Minister 
here of the Argentine Republic will short- 


ly sign a memorandum of agreement. 
— is not the slightest cause for 
alarm. 


VALPARAISO, Nov. 26.—It is asserted 
here that the recent rumors of war be- 
tween Chile and the Argentine Republic 


are due to speculation in gold, exchange, 
and stgcks. 


WASHINGTON, Noy, 26.—The assurances 
which Sefior Infante, Chilean Chargé, has 
given to the State Department relative to 
the continued cordial relations between 
Chile and Argentina are based upon dis- 
patches received by Sefior Infante from 
his Government. 

It appears that Chile has been sending 
parties of civil engineers into the mount- 
ains lying betweeh Chile and Argentina 
with a view to marking a boundary line 
between the two countries. This, it is said, 
excited criticism from persons hostile. to 
the Chilean Government, who asserted that 
Chile was wry building military roads 
to command the passes between the two 
countries, / 

The Argentine Government finally took 
cognizance of these criticisms, and in a 
friendly spirit made inquiry of.Chile as to 
whether these were military roads. The ex- 
planation was given at once that the roads 
were solely for the engineering parties 
marking the boundary. This has allayed 
the apparent friction, and has permitted 
the Chilean authorities to give positive of- 
ficial assurances that the entire affair will 
be settled, and that the present relations 
between Chile and Argentina are now of 
the most friendly character,

The Rev. Mr. Broekhulzeh Repeats His 
Charges Against the British Army 
in South Africa, 

The Rev, Herman D. van Broekhuizen of 
Pretoria, South Africa, who on Sunday ad- 
dressed the congregation of President 
Roosevelt's church in Washington, last 
night made an appeal for aid to the Roer 
cause in an address at the Assembly Hall 
of the United Charities Building, Fourth 
Avenue and Twenty-second Street. 

John V. L. Pruyn presided over the meet- 
ing, which was held under the auspices of 
the Transvaal League of the Eastern 
States. 

The main subject of Dr. van Broekhuiz- 
en’s address was “ Concentration Camps of 
South Africa,’ the condition of which he 
used as the basis of his arguments against 
alleged British cruelty in the campaign. 

The speaker said, in part: 

*‘I stand here as a Boer preacher, a Chris- 
tian, and a human being, pleading for more 
humane conduct on the part of the British 
in their treatment of our women and chil- 
dren in the Transvaal. We do not want 


America or any other country to go to war 
in our behalf, but we do ask every civil- 
ized_people on earth to use their influence 
on British public opinion toward making 
England wage a fair battle against our 
men alone and stop fighting our defenseless 
women and children. 

“Lord Roberts said to us at the begin- 

ning of the war: ‘ Leave your women and 
children at home on the farms, they will 
not be molested.’ We trusted his word, 
and the British began at once to devastate 
our farms and drive our women and chil- 
dren into the concentrado camps, where 
many of them have died from starvation 
and lack of necessary comforts. 
_‘* We appeal to you on behalf of human- 
ity, not of politics. They are using our wo- 
men as a military defense, not merely by 
sone them in the concentrado camps 
on the line of the railroads, so that we dare 
not blow up the roads and destroy the 
British source ef corn supply, but they 
take these women prisoners into the field 
with them as a protection from our guns 
when they advance upon us. That is a 
barbaric practice which should not be tol- 
erated in this age of civilization. 

“The British sent 200,000 men to South 
Africa, They swarmed over our country 
like locusts. We met them with a little 
body of 80,000 men. God was with us, and 
twenty-five months have now passed and 
the Boers are still fighting. They will ene 
fas long as life lasts, for they have nothing 
but life to fight for. England has de- 
stroyed all else.”’ 


BRITISH HONORS PAID TO 
COUNT HATZFELDT’S BODY. 


King Edward Ordered that a Large De- 
tachment of Guards Escort It 
to the Railway Station. 


LONDON, Nov. 27.—Full military honors 
were paid to the body of Count von Hatz- 
feldt-Wildenburg, the German Ambassador 
to the Court of St. James’s, who died here 
Nov. 22, when it was removed from the 
embassy last evening and was taken to 
Victoria Station on its way to Germany. 
This exceptional step is entirely due to the 
initiative of King Edward. : 

Much significance is attached hefe to this 


military trbute. It is announced that the 
King commanded that these honors be 
paid, and it is understood that the Govern- 
ment in so doing desired to show that it 
was not affected by the anti-British tem- 
pest in Germany. 

The coffin was borne to Victoria Station 
on a gun carriage and escorted by the First 
Life Guards, one battalion of the Cold- 
stream Guards, and 100 of the First Gren- 
adier Guards. Troops were also stationed at 
the embassy and railroad station. Repre- 
sentatives of the British Foreign Office 
and other departnients were in the funeral 
procession.

ul. 


MISS STONE’S CAPTIVITY. 


It May Last All the Winter—Mr. Dick- 
inson’s Departure from Sofia Be- 
lieved to be Unwise.

THE DISORDERS IN ARMENIA, 


Bandits Withdraw from the Monastery 
Near Mush. e 

LONDON, Nov 26.—Costaki Anhtopoulos 
Pasha, the Ottoman Ambassador to Great 
Britain, has given out the Porte’s explana- 
tion of the seizure of an Armenian monas- 
tery in the neighborhood of Mush by Ar- 
menian revolutionists and the subsequent 
surrrounding of the convent by Turkish 
troops. 

The Ambassador says that bandits have 
been ravaging the cotintry and extorting 
money and goods from the Armenian popu- 


lation, murdering those who refused to 
comply with their demands. These bandits 
brought about sixty women and children 
as prisoners to the monastery, and Andra- 
nik, the leader of the bandits, tried to ob- 
tain money by threats from the Armenians 
of Mush. Thereupon, in order to protect 
the women and children, the imperial au- 
thorities surrounded the monastery with 
Turkish troops. Some fighting occurred, 
during which two brigands and a Turkish 
Corporal were killed, The British and 
Russian Consuls repaired to the scene and 
testified to the correct attitude of the 
Turkish soldiers. The brigands kept up a 
hot fire from the monastery, and, being 
well provisioned, they were able to offer 
a stout resistance. 

This statement from the Turkish Ambas- 
sador does net explain how the affair 
ended, but a dispatch received subsequently 
from Constantinople says that the brigands 
fled and the Turkish troops were then 
withdrawn. 


FIGHTING IN ARMENIA REPORTED. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 27.—Reports 
have been réceived here of fighting be- 
tween Turkish troops and Armenians at 


Sassun. 
No details are obtainable. 


FRENCH CHINA LOAN BILL. 


Two Amendments Passed, in Spite of 
the Government’s Opposition. 


PARIS, Nov. 27.—The Chamber of Depu- 
ties, after a stormy sitting, yesterday after- 
noon, passed the second article of the Chi- 
nese Indemnity Loan bill. Previous to 
the passage of this article, however, and in 
spite of the Government's opposition, the 
Chamber adopted by large majorities two 
amendments to the bill. 

The first amendment provides for the 
publication of a detailed statement of the 
expenses of floating the loan, and the sec- 
ond for the setting aside of a sufficient 
sum, as capital, with which to pay the pen- 
sions awarded the troops wounded in the 
French expedition to China, and indemni- 
ties to the families of the men killed there. 


MARQUIS [TO’S REAL PURPOSE. 


Belief in St. Petersburg that Japan 
Seeks Russian Friendship. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 26.—The im- 

pression prevails here that the real ob- 

jective of the Marquis Ito, whose arrival 


here was announced last night, when he 
left Japan was St. Petersburg. 

It is believed that Japan is the more dis- 
posed to cultivate Russian friendship, or, 
at least, to seek an understanding with 
Russia, since it has become apparent that 
Great Britain would be unable or not dis- 
posed to support Japan if the latter should 
oppose Russian projects.

A “GENTLEMAN CROOK” 
SENTENCED TO PRISON 


Goldman, Posing as Church Mem- 
ber, Directed a Lot of Burglars. 


\ 


His Wife Died of a Broken Heart When 
She Had Been Told of Her Hus- 
band’s» Dual Existence. 


Joseph Goldman, forty-two years old, of 
63 Bainbridge Street, Brooklyn, was ar- 
raigned before Judge McMahon in Part II. 
of the Court of General Sessions yesterday, 
charged with burglary, and was sentenced 
to not less than three years and ten months 
and not more than five years in State 
prison. . 

In the trial and conviction of Goldmap, 
a remarkable case of the Jekyl and Hyde 
existence was brought to light, for while 
posing as a reputable business man and a 
church member, he was in reality the brains 
and leader of a gang of burglars, and was 
known among crooks as ‘the King of 
Fences.”’ 

Goldman was a regular attendant at the 
Baptist church near his home in Brook- 
lyn, though he was a Hebrew, dressed in 
the height of fashion, and ostensibly car- 
ried on a dry goods commission business 
at 415 Broadway. During that time he had 
dealings with many representative whole- 
sale dry goods houses, buying small bills 
from them and generally paying cash. All 
the time he was the leader of a gang of 
burglars which systematically looted stores 
in the wholesale district, and most of the 
goods which he sold at his Broadway store 
were in reality the proceeds of some burg- 
lary, 

The case was first brought to the atten- 
tion of the District Attorney’s office last 
February, when a gang of crooks was 
tried and convicted of robbing a store at 
470 Grand Street. This burglary was com- 
mitted under Goldman's direction, and he 
bought the “‘swag”’ of the real criminals, 
At that time J. Spiegel confessed, and im- 
penton Goldman, who, he said, had prom- 
sed to help him if he got into trouble, 
but the promise was not kept. Detectives 
were not able to secure sufficient evi- 
dence against Goldman other than that con- 
tained in the confession made by Spiegel, 
who was sentenced to one year and six 
months. 

On Sept. 19 last H. Lefkowitz's store, at 
47 Howard Street, was robbed, and about 
$1,000 worth of leather goods was taken, 
Among those arrested were ‘‘ Pop” Smith 
and nie Herman, two noted English 
crooks. oldman had also promised to as- 
sist them, but as usual he deserted his con- 
federates when they got into trouble, and 
they turged State’s evidence. According 
to their@tory, Goldman's plan was to visit 
some store which he intended robbing, pur- 
om generally about 
here carefully inspect 
the locks, windows, fire-escapes, &c. A 
few nights later he would drive up with an 
express wagon and several of his confed- 
erates, who would force the door, fill the 
wagon with plunder, and drive off, while he, 
in his silk hat and frock coat, kept watch 
at the corner. 

When the news of Goldman's arrest was 
carried to his wife she became very ill, 
and a month ago she died, it was said of a 
broken heart. That was the first intima- 
tion she had ever received of the dual ex- 
istence of her husband. At her deathbed 
Goldman tried to comfort her by saying 
that he had been tried and cleared, but it 
was too late. 


BATTLE ABBEY SOLD. 


Historic English Mansion’ Realizes 
£200,000—Purchaser Not an Ameri- 
can—His Name Kept Secret. 


LONDON, Nov. 27.—The historic Battle 
Abbey and the 6,000-acre estate surrounding 
it were sold at public auction yesterday 
afternoon for £200,000, 

The auctioneer, in referring to the fact 
that the Abbey was erected by William 
the Conqueror, described the latter as “‘ the 
Dr. Jameson of that period.” 

A real estate agent was the successful 
bidder, but he resolutely refused to give 
out his client's name. The injunction of 
secrecy was imposed on every one con- 
cerned. All that can be learned its that the 
buyer was not an American. The Duke of 
Norfolk and Lord Rosebery have been men- 
nee as possible purchasers of the prop- 
erty. 

Several hundred persons attended the auc- 
tion. The bidding started at £50,000, and 
went up by tens of thousands until £1): 
was recorded. Thence, amid intense excite- 
ment, the bidding proceeded in thousands 
until the sale price was reached. One of 
the bidders who dropped out in the last 
stage of the auction was Sir John George 
Blaker, ex-Mayor of Brighton. 

No American appears to have been repre- 
sented at the sale.

Battle Abbey, near Hastings, Sussex, be- 
longed to the Duchess of Cleveland, widow 
of the fourth and last Duke of Cleveland, 


who died last May 18. Her heir, Capt. For- 
ester, decided to sell the historic estate. 
The Duchess could frequently have done 
so, but always refused the offers for the 
place. It was she who replied to a certain 
millionaire, who was showing her his mag- 
nificent new marble staircase: ‘‘ Yes, So 
much finer than my staircase at Battle 
Abbey, which is all worn away bythe feet 
of crusaders,”’ 

Battle Abbey derives its name from the 
fight in 1066, in which William the Con- 
queror secured the throne of England, and 
is built upon the actual spot , Where the 
battle was fought. In the year*succeedin 
the victory a Benedictine abbey was found- 
ed on the site of the battle by King Will- 
iam, in memory of his triumph. The estab- 
lishment was designed on a vast scale. The 
immediate precincts of the abbey were to 
be a mile in circuit, and the buildings them- 
selves of corresponding magnificance. The 
death of the Conqueror prevented the com- 
pletion of the plans, but a number of Ben- 
edictines settled in the monastery. At the 
time of the Dissolution, Henry VIII, grant- 
ed the abbey to one Gilmer, who pulled 
down many of the buildings and sold the 
rest, with the land, to Sir Anthony Browne. 
Afterward it passed into the hands of the 
Webster family, and then into the posses- 
sion of the Vanes, 

Some parts of the ancient monastery are 
preserved in the present building, which is 
of various ages.

The 
Duchess of Cleveland was his mother, and

Boards of Directors of All the Vanderbilt 


Roads Meet in Conference.

Among these is Vice President 
Worcester, who declared yesterday that 
he could not explain the rise in the Vander- 
bilt stocks except by general confidence 
in these properties. 


Brief Railroad Items. 


Samuel Fay, General Superintendent of 
the London and Southwestern Railway of 
England, who was recently in this country, 
has been appointed General Manager of 


the Great Central Railway, succeeding Sir 
William Pollitt, who retires in March next. 


The Lehigh Valley Railroad has published 
a pamphlet of seventy pages, illustrated 
with reproductions from photographs, de-

Much speculation is indulged in by finan- 
cial and railroad men regarding the sub- 
jects to.come before the meeting of West- 
ern Railroad Presidents to be held in this 
city next week.

MORE VICTIMS OF LOCKJAW. 


Three Deaths Added Yesterday to the 
Long List in Camden, N. J. 


CAMDEN, N. J., Nov. 26.—Three more 
deaths from tetanus occurred to-day. The 
latest victims are Ada Heath, thirteen 
years of age; Flora Johnson, four years, 
and Georgianna Everly, nine years. This 
makes eight deaths from the disease to 


eccur since the outbreak. There are still 
three sufferers from the trouble. 

The three who died to-day, like all the 
others dead and ill, were recently vacci- 
nated. The Heath girl was inoculated 
three weeks ago, the Johnson girl four 
weeks ago, the Everly girl four weeks ago. 
They all suffered pains in the back, stiff 
necks, and locked jaws. All died in con- 
vulsions: The Heath girl died in such 

ny that the doctors in attendance left 
the room unable to witness the fearful con- 
vulsions of the girl during the last hours. 

The doctors are searching for the cause. 
All the tests of the vaccine virus have 
shown it pire The tests here on animals 
and the chemical arid analytic tests inade 
at Princeton University show it to be ab- 
solutely free from the germs of tetanus.

FIGHT 
NEW ROCHELLE’S BOOKS 


C. O’Donnell Iselin, Challenged by 
Mr. Agar, Acts. 


The Trouble Antedates the Election and 
the Defeat of Mayor Dillon—His 
Administration Issued No 
Statement. 


NEW ROCHELLE, N. Y., Nov. 26.—Upon 
application of Columbus O’Donnell Iselin 
Justice Maddox of the Supreme Court, sit- 
ting in Brooklyn to-day, issued a writ of 
mandamus, which was to-night served upon 
Mayor Michael J. Dillon, the City Clerk, 
City Treasurer, and Collector of Taxes, re- 
quiring them jointly or severally to show 
cause why Mr. Iselin or expert accountants 
named by him should not be allowed free 
access to the books of the city for the pur- 
pose of making an investigation of the 


| financial affairs of the city since its incor- 


poration. 

The writ is returnable in December and 
will have to be defended by personal coun- 
sel for the respondents, as the City Counsel 
says he will not appear, as he would have 
no ground to stand on in opposing the issu- 


ance of the desired order. 

The atfair grows out of the recent city 
campaign. Mayor Dillon was then a candi- 
date for re-election. The Republicans at- 
tacked his administration, one of the 
erounds being that on the first of the fiscat 
year there had been no financial statement 
issued, as required by law. This was made 
an issue, and it is believed as the cause 
of the defeat of the Democratic ticket, Mr. 
Dillon tailing for re-election by almost 400 
votes. He should have been elected by a 
very heavy plurality. 

Among those who were enthusiastic sup- 
porters of Mr. Dillon was John G. Agar, 
whose residence is on Premium Point. He 
was a member of the New York Committee 
ot Fifteen, and is prominent in New York 
affairs. He is a Democrat. 

About two weeks before election, while 
on a train for New York, Mr. Iselin began 
twitting Mr. Agar over his support of 
Mayor Dillon. Mr. Iselin asserted that this 
city Was worse off than New York, and 
brought up the failure to make public the 
financial statement. Mr. Agar retorted 
that in two days he could furnish a state- 
ment to Mr. Iselin. The latter challenged 
him to do so. 

Two days passed and there was no state- 
ment. A week went past and Mr. Iselin 
made life a misery to Mr. Agar by his con- 
stant calls for the financial statement. 
I‘inally Mr. Agar admitted he had utterly 
jailed. He suggested that Mr. Iselin try 
and get one. He claimed that Mr. Iselin 
would not succeed. His assertion has thus 
far proved correct. Mr. Iselin has resorted 
to | He declares he will have one 
if it costs him $100,000, 

Mr. Ilselin’s tather, Adrian Iselin, the 
banker, has offered to pay half the costs, 
but the son declines the offer.

; Iselin wrote to Mayor Dil- 
asking permission to put a force of 
on the books to work them out.

books. Mr. Iselin again wrote to the Mayor 
and Mr. Dillon replied that the experts 
might return. They did so, but were or- 
dered out, they say. Again Mr. Iselin wrote 
to the Mayor, and this time, according to 
Mr. Iselin, Mayor Dillon sent him word 


| that he believed the consent of the Com- 


mon Council was necessary for the experts 
to go ahead. The promise was made that 
the permission would be voted. 

On Tuesday a week ago the Council met 
for the first time since election. Two mem- 
bers, both Republicans, were absent. No 
resolution was passed permitting Mr. Ise- 
lin’s experts to go into the accounts. The 
excuse \\ made that all the members 
would have to be present, although a quo- 
rum was present. 

Mr. Iselin, on hearing this, declared that 
he had supposed he was being dealt with in 


good faith, but that‘hé was now convinced 


he was being trifled with and declared that 
he would not only have his experts make up 
a financial statement of the city’s affairs, 
but would have every voucher and bill ex- 
amined and investigated and every detail 
noted. He then directed his counsel to pro- 
ceed to the courts to force the throwing 
open of the books. 

Mayor Dillon when seen to-night said he 
had no objection to the examination, that 
the city’s accounts were true to a cent, but 
that he wished the council to take the re- 
sponsibility of authorizing outsiders to ex- 
amine the accounts. 

City Counsel M. J. Tierney, when seen 
and asked what stand he would take in the 
matter, said: 

“IT have not been served with a copy of 
the order, and unless I am I shall not ap- 
pear in court. I will not oppose the grant- 
ing of the order, as I would have no ground 
on which to do so. The law is plain, any 
citizen has a right to examine the city’s 
books."’ ; 

Troubles are apparently coming thick and 
fast upon the outgoing administration. 
There was a narrow escape from a riot at 
the City Hall to-day. For the last two 
weeks a number of workmen who claim 
they are creditors of the cit.’ for work done 
on the highways, and other works have 
been hanging about the City Hall trying 
to collect or at least get their warrants so 
that they can discount them. They claim 
they were kept at work until election was 
over, and then thrown out of work without 
being paid. 

Te-day about fifty of these men invaded 
the City Hall and demanded their money. 
They were ordered out and refused to go, 
and were driven out by the police. They 
gathered in front of the Hall and for a time 
it looked as if violence would be done. They 
were pacified. however; but a portion of 
them marched in a body to the residence of 
Mayor Dillon and demanded an audience 
with him. He was not at home, 

The members of the Council are alarmed 
over the amount of floating debt of the 
city. There is outstanding for the year 
just passed the sum of $80,000 as unpaid 
taxes. The charter allows the city to issue 
certificates of indebtedness in $5,000 each 
to meet the unpaid taxes, that the failure 
of taxpayers to settle shall not embarrass 
the city’s budget while the taxes are in 
process of collection. The certificates may 
amount to the sum of the unpaid taxes, but 
no more. 

There are, however, outstanding, as near- 
ly as an examination of the council minutes 
show, about $169,000, or about double the 
unpaid taxes. A misreading of the charter 
is claimed to have been the cause of this, 
but the law appears to hold each council- 
man personally responsible whether this 
results from carelessness or not. 

Now wealthy taxpayers are setting up the 
elaim that there is no legal budget fixed 
for the present year. For some reason the 
authorities wished to make uP the budget 
early, and did not wait until notified by 
the County Clerk what the State and coun- 
ty tax would be. Instead these were esti- 
mated and inserted as estimated. When 
the County Clerk sent his requisition the 
amount was some $10,000 less than the esti- 
mate. 

The law it is claimed, says that the 
actual amount of the State and county tax 
shall be inserted in the budget, and because 
the authorities of this city guessed about 
$10,000 too high, it is claimed the budget 
is illegal and void. 

c. O'Donnell Iselin and his father and 
brothers are not only about the heaviest 
taxpayers of the city, but hold a very large 
portion of the city’s bonds. Those which 
they do not actually hold it is said can be 
easily obtained by them, as Adrian Iselin, 
Sr., is said to have been largely instru- 
mental in placing them to advantage as 
they have been Issued.

INTER - CITY BILLIARDS 


Amateur Teams from Greater New 
York and Boston to Meet. 


FOUR PLAYERS ON A SIDE 


De Oro Selected as Referee for the 
coming World’s Championship— 
Many Practice Competitions. 


An inter-city billiard match between 
teams of four amateurs each from Greater 
New York and Boston has just been ar- 
ranged by Frank Keeny, the former Brook- 
lyn amateur, who has recently joined the 
professional ranks, and Arthur Cutler, one 
of the prominent Class B amateurs last 
year, and who has also entered the pro- 
fessional lists. The preliminaries have just 
been completed, and the match is attracting 
considerable attention in amateur ranks, 
while inter-city billiard rivalry will reach 
a high pitch of enthusiasm before the con- 
test takes place. 

The men have all been selected and have 
expressed their willingness to go, but the 
dates have not been definitely fixed. They 
will be in January, after the amateur 
tournament at the Hanover Club, in Brook- 
lyn. The match will be a home and home 
series, the first meeting being in Boston in 
Cutler’s new billiard academy, and the re- 
turn match will be played in Frank Keen- 
ey’s Knickerbocker Academy at Fulton 
Street, Brooklyn. 

The four New Yorkers who have been 
picked to meet the Bostonians are Fred 
Poggenburg, former National champion; 
Arthur Townsend, the present National 
champion; Frank Rice, champion of the 


Chicago Athletic Club, but now of Brook- 
lyn, and Frank Gardiner, champion of the 
Crescent Athletic Club. This will be a 
owertul team, for every man is well 
nown as a sure and steady player. 

The Beston quartet will be Charles 
Threshie, Class B amateur champion; 
Charles Schmidt, W. Page, and Charles 
iaton, all strong New England players. 
The men will play a game in the afternoon 
and evening in each city, 300 points to each 
game at fourteen-inch balk line. The 
match will be the first big amateur team 
billiard contest that has ever been played 
between representatives of the two cities, 
and it is another illustration of the growing 
interest in billiards. 

The Brooklyn ayers who are to meet 
the Bostonians will do considerable of 
their practicing previous to the event in 
the Knickerbocker rooms, and Arthur 
Townsend began his playing there last 
night, when he met George FEF. Sutton, a 
Chicago professional. The men played at 
eighteen-inch balk line, Townsend taking 
two shots in balk and Sutton only one. 

It was a hot match, but Townsend was 
in fine form and won by five points, scor- 
ing 300 points to 295 for Sutton. Townsend 
made one run of 55, the highest in the 
game. For his victory Townsend received 
a special prize which is always given by 
Keeny when an amateur beats a profession- 
al in the Knickerbocker rooms. Sutton was 
anxious to meet Townsend again, and an- 
other match has been arranged for this 
evening. 

The professional match between Howison 
and Gallagher was continued at the Knick- 
erbocker rooms, and Howison passed Gal- 


lagher, who was in the lead at the close of 


the first game in their 1,800-point compe- 
tition on Monday night. The standing now 
is 600 for Howison to 573 for Gallagher. 
The third match will be played this after- 
noon. 

The six professional billiardists who will 
play in the world’s tournament in the Madi- 
son Square Garden Concert Hall next week 
met yesterday to arrange the details of the 
contest. Schaefer, Slosson, Barutel, Sutton, 
Morningstar, and Howison were present, 
and conferred with Charles Miller, who rep- 
resented the Brunswick-Balke-Collender 
Company. They decided upon Alfred De 
Oro, the pool champion, as referee, and 
Charles Matthews, the veteran Chicago 
marker, will be brought on to mark the 
matches, It was agreed to use polished 
ivory balls, the two sets to be selected by 
Schaefer and Slosson. 

The professional billiardists kept hard at 
their practice yesterday, and crowds of in- 
terested spectators were present in every 
academy where games were in progress. 
Schaefer beat the Spanish player, José Or- 
tiz, in two games at Slosson & Wheelock’s 
rooms, Forty-second Street and Broadway. 
Ortiz showed up in excellent form, al- 
though in the long run he was no match 
for Schaefer, but he made one run of 78, 
which is the best single run he ever made in 
his life.

We have repeatedly warned the sugar 
interests and the tobacco interests that 
if they push too far their opposition to 
lower duties on Cuban products they will 
inevitably hasten the day of annexation 
and the abolition of all duties. It is evi- 
dent that they are beginning to consider 
that aspect of the Cuban situation. 

Meanwhile, the outlook for Cuba and 
her industries is pretty dark. The tariff 
concessions which everybody expected 
we should freely grant to her will be 
unfeelingly denied and a powerful ele- 
ment in the Republican Party will set 
a stern face against annexation. The 
original blunder of the Teller resolution 
ties our hands, even if we were disposed 
to open the question of annexation. The 
Cuban people must ask for it before we 
can grant it. But they have adopted a 
Constitution and are preparing to elect 
a President and establish an independent 
Government. Substantially all the prop- 
erty owners of the island are annexa- 
tionists. They know that it is only under 
the United States flag that peace, secur- 
ity, and the rights of property can be 
maintained, and without those condi- 
tions, of course, the capital which Cuba 
so sorely needs cannot be secured, Yet 
the property owners are far outnumbered 
by the revolutionary party, and they 
probably understand that their dream 
of annexation cannot be realized until 
Cuba has failed in the experiment of 
indepndent government. Even those to 
whom the gift of prophecy has been de- 
nied might venture to foretell the future 
of the island. The withdrawal of the 
United States flag—if the Cubans ever 
consent to its withdrawal—will almost 
certainly be followed at no distant date 
by discord and civil strife. Nobody who 
knows the truth about Cuba believes that 
the permanent pacification and prosper- 
ity of the island can be assured by any 
other means than annexation tothe United 
States. The charge may be made that we 
have been a cruel guardian to force her 
to approach the goal of peace along the 
path of civil dissension and slaughter, 
and the authors of the Tellé¥ resolution, 
whoever they were, might find it difficult 
to answer the charge. It will certainly 
be said that our refusal of a reasonable 
tariff arrangement with the island is 
both cruel and indecent. It is, in fact, 
faithless arfd shameful. But the apostles 
of Dingleyism care precious little for epi- 
thets, even when justly applied. The pro- 
tectionist opponents of annexation, how- 
ever, are going to have a hard time of 
it when that question comes up for set- 
tlamant. There _ things grown on 
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the Island of Cuba which American con- 
sumers have need of in large quantities. 
There a great many Americans, 
moreover, who feel that it was enough 
for this country to have paid the cost 
of one war for Cuban pacification. The 
next time we have to deal with dis- 
turbances in Cuba the remedy applied 
will be permanent.

A NEW STEEL MERGER. 

The rumors of a great steel merger to 
rival the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, which have been industriously cir- 
culated for some time past, have excited 
more interest than the facts of the case 
would Primarily, the plants 
do not exist from which to form a merger 
which would be in any sense a competi- 
tor on equal terms with United States 
Steel. The Republic Iron and Steel 
Company, the Colorado Coal and Iron 
Company, the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railroad Company, Jones & Laughlins, 
and the Sharon Steel Company would 
a nucleus for a very important 
consolidation of interests, but the diffi- 
culty of financing it would be very seri- 
ous, since some of these units, having 
already been through syndicate reorgani- 
zation, are now capitalized well up to 
high-water mark, and could not make a 
showing of increased earnings to war- 
rant additional dilution. Furthermore, 
it is vigorously denied that any of these 
concerns are interested in the proposed

A consensus of trade opinion warrants 
the belief that the new merger, if effect- 
ed, will include four well-known plants 
prominent the plate industry—the 
Lukens Iron and Steel Company of 
Coatesville, Worth Brothers Company 
of the same place, the Tide Water Steel 
Works of Chester, and the Central Iron 
Works of Harrisburg. They are reason- 
ably close together, can be operated in 
harmony since they all reach the same 
markets in competition, and will be ina 
better position working together than 
working independently, especially in the 
matter of administrative and selling ex- 
penses. Whether some of the _ ship- 
building plants which are such extensive 
consumers of plates will be taken in 
should the negotiations come out suc- 
cessfully for the promoters seems to be 
still undetermined. 

There is nothing in this incident which 
would warrant erecting it into a sensa- 
tion. Those who know where the con- 
trol of the four plants named is lodged 
will have no difficulty in discovering 
that the plan for the new merger is 
merely a means of extending the sphere 
of influence of the United States Steel 
Company. Every step in the organiza- 
tion of the iron and steel trades tends 
away from the conditions existing before 
the great merger was formed. In some 
respects these conditions were injurious, 
or at least unfavorable, alike to capital 
and labor, to producer and consumer. 
The steadiness which now characterizes 
the market and the avoidance of the 
sharp fluctuations in prices due to specu- 
lative combinations which emphasized 
the anticlinal and synclinal axes of price 
fluctuations and protracted the mono- 
clinal levels of long periods of depres- 
sion, have given us new profiles in the 
plotting of iron and steel prices. This 
may have changed the conditions un- 
favorably for the general merchant in 
iron and steel, but it has undoubtedly 
established the confidence of capital in 
the safety of investments in productive 
plant, has conserved the interests of the 
wage earner in the highest degree, and 
has protected the consumer against the 
necessity for taking advantage of mo- 
mentary and rapidly changing conditions 
in the which demanded more 
wisdom than the average man possessed. 
Too much might easily be argued from 
these facts, and equally too little. They 
may not serve to establish the conten- 
tion that great consolidations of manu- 
facturing interests are necessarily of 
public advantage, but perhaps they do 
show that where the control of a great 
industry is exercised wisely, conserva- 
tively, and with reference to the future as 
well as the present, the rapid alternation 
of boom and collapse gives place to 
steadiness of conditions favoring a max- 
imum consumption and the maintenance 
of a maximum output.

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INTERURBAN ELECTRIC RAILWAYS. 
The rapidity with which electric street 
lines connecting centres 
of population with suburbs, originally 
intended to be strictly local, are being 
consolidated into systems and expand- 
ing into interurban lines of communica- 
tion is extremely significant. Problems 
with which the steam railroad has been 
unable to cope profitably are being 
solved by the electric road naturally 
and easily. They are taking a great 
deal of business from the steam rail- 
ways, but it is business of the kind the 
latter have been least desirous of build- 
ing up and retaining, for the reason that 
it has not been relatively profitable. 
What this competition will ultimately 
lead to and how it will affect the inter- 
ests of the steam railroads in lines of 
business they want to retain and cannot 
afford to lose is as yet indeterminate. 
A lately published pamphlet by Mr. 
Guy MORRISON WALKER tontains some 
information on this subject of timely in- 
terest. The author believes that in the 
evolution of American transportation 
we have reached an era charactefized by 
the development of interurban electric 
lines of especial interest to capitalists, 
for the reason that such lines will bear 
critical investigation from the invest- 
or’s point of view. They are not nearly 
so heavily capitalized as the steam lines 
with which they are in competition. The 
average capitalization of the steam rail- 
roads of the United States is $61,490 per 
mile; that of the electric roads is some- 
what less than $35,000 per mile. Ob- 
viously, the steam railroads are handi- 
capped by their excess of Capitalization 
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as regards the business as white’ hail akapeetitendi 
is showing the electric roads can do 
better than they can. 

In making a comparison of earnings, 
it should be borne in mind that the rev- 
enues of the interurban electric lines fre 
derived almost wholly from passenger 
traffic, and that they are dependent 
upon the short haul, the long haul being 
still undeveloped. Notwithstanding this 
condition, which would be counted a 
serious disadvantage from the point of 
view of the steam railroad, the interur- 
ban electric lines earned an average of 
$3,800 per mile in 1900, while the aver- 
age earnings of the steam roads was 
only $1,674 per mile. That steam roads 
have not found local passenger traffic 
profitable is well known, but that the 
electric roads are finding it very profita- 
ble is equally well known. At very much 
lower fares per passenger the 
electric roads are making this business 
pay in ways which the steam rail- 
roads have found impossible. The reason 
for this is undoubtedly found in the fact 
that the train idea has been abandoned 
in electric railroad practice, and the pas- 
senger car substituted, running at such 
intervals as the traffic will warrant and 
maintaining a uniform distribution of 
the load upon the source of power. 

It would seem as if there was a sug- 
gestion in these facts of value for the 
railroads using the Forty-second Street 
Station and handling an immense local 
passenger traffic through the Park Ave- 
nue tunnel. It appears, however, that 
these corporations prefer an attitude of 
dogged resistance and deem it consist- 
ent with their dignity to wait to be 
clubbed into doing what experience has 
shown to be to their interest and the 
public welfare. The passage of the ordi- 
nance now under consideration in the 
Municipal Council, requiring the roads 
using upper Fourth Avenue for railroad 
purposes to change their motive power 
from steam to electricity, would prob- 
ably be as much to the ultimate advan- 
tage of the roads in question as to the 
immediate advantage of the passengers 
and the property owners in interest. 
The argument of counsel that no elec- 
trical company in the world could carry 
out the proposed ordinance, and that 
“no engineer has come forward with a 
plan by which the substitution of elec- 
tricity for steam could be made prac- 
ticable,’’ is perfectly consistent with the 
attitude of the corporations affected, but 
it is neither honest nor intelligent. There 
are several electrical companies which 
could provide from their standard pat- 
terns every item of plant needed for the 
installation; and if it be true that no en- 
gineer has ‘‘come forward” with a plan 
for the substitution, it is because en- 
gineers who have the capacity and ex- 
perience have too many profitable en- 
gagements in connection with schemes 
of electrification to care to make plans 
and specifications which would be filed 
away and forgotten in the offices of cor- 
porations which do not want such plans 
and much prefer to make their own. 

We are of the opinion that a hundred 
words of frank, authoritative explana- 
tion of its plans and purposes on the 
part of the New York Central manage- 
ment would end the whole public dis- 
cussion and satisfy everybody. It is an 
open secret that Mr. Bion J. ARNOLD of 
Chicago, an electrical engineer of the 
highest standing and identified with 
some of the best work of the time in 
connection with trolley roads in the 
West, has been engaged to prepare a 
plan for the electrical movement of the 
local traffic of the roads using the Grand 
Central Station. It is also known that 
connections between the new subway 
and the tunnel are now under considera- 
tion, and that the management of the 
roads in interest, clearly recognizing 
that the present system of local trains, 
locomotive drawn, must be abandoned, 
are planning to substitute electric cars 
which can be run without a time table 
at such intervals as the requirements 
of the rush hours may demand, on one 
minute to ten minutes’ headway. It may 
be good policy for the Central Railroad 
Board to refuse to take the public into 
its confidence, but if they suffer disad- 
vantage from not doing so. the fault 
is their own, and the newspaper press 
is perfectly justified in ‘‘ hammering” 
them. The incredulity of the Pennsyl- 
vania managers concerning the reported 
refusal of the Central Directors to make 
a subway connection when the oppor- 
tunity was offered them is not surpris- 
ing. Such stupidity would be incon- 
ceivable. In matters of this kind they 
are not stupid; but in fancying that the 
public will be satisfied by obstinate 
silence their conduct is open to the ob- 
jection of appearing to be extremely 
stupid. 
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SUNDAY BEER AND THE GERMANS. 


The Evening Post published yesterday 
some interesting interviews with clergy- 
men upon the question of relaxing the 
stringency of the Sunday laws as to 
saloons which do not pretend to be “ ho- 
tels."" A respected Rabbi advocated as 
an ideal the German Sunday. A beloved, 
respected pastor may be seen in a Ger- 
man town strolling about in a hall or 
garden where beer and music may be had 
of a Sunday afternoon, among the mem- 
bers of the congregation to which he 
preached in the morning. But this ideal, 
Dr. GoTrTHeEIL thinks, is unattainable in 
New York for the reason that ‘“ there 
is not in this whole city,a drinking place 
which, I believe, would touch the level 
of the German beer hall if the law 
should be amended to allow its opening 
on Sunday.” 

Dr. GorruEm seems to be unduly pes- 
simistical. The third German city in 
the world should certainly, if the oppor- 
tunity were open, be able to furnish 
more than “a single drinking place” in 
which cheerful recreation would have no 
taint of disorder or indecorum. In fact, 
there is more than a single drinking 
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place of that kind in Ne kind in ie York already, 
to which respectable Germans resort 
with their wives and their families to 
eat and to drink and to hear music. He 
must be a very rigorous Puritan indeed 


who had the privilege of entering the 
Arion or the Liederkranz on a Sunday 


evening, especially on a concert evening, 
and found anything whatever to blame 
there. These are, of course, technically 
private resorts. But there is no reason 
why, if the law permitted, there should 
not be public resorts of the same re- 
spectability without any exclusiveness. 
It is merely a question of how many 
German residents we have, or residents 
of German tastes, who would support 
such ‘drinking places,’’ and insist that 
the highest standard should be main- 
tained in them and that they should be 
safe and pleasant places of Sunday re- 
sort for wives and daughters as well as 
for fathers and husbands and sons. 


TOPICS OF THE “TIMES. 


—-Some remarks arewre we made a few 
days ago on the subject of automobile rac- 
ing and racers are echoed by The Electrical 
World and Engineer, which makes the re- 
cent contests on the Coney Island Boule- 
vard a text for lament over the “ waste 
of time’ involved in the construction and 
use of machines of no practical value for 
the purposes either of business or pleasure. 
It admits, of course, that such races and 
records make the blood tingle, and that to 
see the huge vehicles flying under perfect 
control along smooth roads at the rate of 
seventy miles an hour was a new experi- 
ence and sensation; it contrasts the elec- 
tric racers, stealing swiftly and silently 
past, with the gasoline machines, un- 
loosened rattling avalanches, shaking the 
ground like flying earthquakes; but for all 
that it condemns the sport at this stage 
in the evolution of automobiles, ‘ We 
doubt,” says the writer of the article, 
“that a great industry can be built up on 
racing. Probably several American manu- 
facturers will build machines to beat the 
record, and will not be happy until they do 
it; yet the great field for exploitation is 
that of the humble drudgery of pulling and 
hauling. Such beautiful animals as are 
being exhibited at the Horse Show this 

week will long continue to enjoy the love 
and patronage of the wealthy sportsman, 
but even at the show one can hear utter- 
ances that reveal the firm conviction as to 
the desirability and inevitability of the au- 
tomobile for ‘work.’ The automobile in- 
dustry is still in an immature condition, 
although the strides of progress are being 
rapidly made, It will soonest reach the 
status of a staple and permanent and 
profitable business by getting itself hitched 
to the demands of heavy and regular trans- 
portation. Even then there will always re- 
main plenty of sport and speed to be got 
out of it.” That is a sensible view of the 
situation. Speed is a good quality in an 
automobile, but it is not the first, and 
still less is it the Galy desideratum. What 
the expert calls ‘‘a great industry’ will 
come only from the manufacture of ma- 
chines moderately simple, moderately cheap, 
and both efficient and trustworthy on or- 
dinary roads. Racing does nothing toward 
the production of such machines, but, on 
the contrary, discourages it, and creates 
resentment in greater quantities than ad- 
miration. 


——For an American institution to excite 
such admiration in the mind of an imperial 
person—especially if he be the Kaiser W1L- 
HELM—as to become the recipient of royal 
largess, is a fact calculated to inspire 
slightly uneasy questionings as to whether 
the institution has been behaving itself in 
exact accord with the National proprieties 
established in and for this part of the 
world. Questioning, however, does not 
necessarily involve or lead to condemna- 
tion, and so firm is our conviction as to 
the all-rightness of Harvard that our won- 
der why it should have won favor in the 
Emperor's eyes is tinged with no real sus- 
picion that the members of its Faculty are 
out of sympathy with the United States 
Government or are teaching their students 
to yearn either for sword-slashed noses or 
for the other carefully qualified joys inci- 
dental to a military paternalism. If the 
Kaiser likes Harvard, it only shows that 
he knows a good thing when he sees it— 
sometimes—anqd Harvard, which exhibits 
the same perspicacity on quite frequent 
occasions, need not worry a bit about the 
entire safety of accepting His gifts. These 
are to consist, it seems, of a number of 
casts, taken from some of the finest me- 
diaeval stonework of Germany, including 
the marvelous screen in the choir in the 
old cathedral at Halberstadt. The present 
is not only valuable, but highly characteris- 
and no doubt it will inspire, as it 
ought, both interest and gratitude. The 

cathedral at Halberstadt dates back to the 
thirteenth century, and is of the pointed 
style. It is, therefore, of about the same 
age as a good many of the Kaiser's ideas, 
which are also of the pointed style, and by 
studying the casts the Harvard boys will 
acquire much useful information. 


——In trying yesterday to tell how long it 
took THE NEW YORK TIMgEs, which was 
published in 1834, to get the news of 
LAFAYETTE’S death, the figures went 
astray, in the evil way figures have, and 
the packet ship Silas Richards, Capt. 
BURSLAY, was credited with making the 
voyage from Liverpool to New York be- 
tween May 24 and June 38, or about ten 
days. There were fast ships at that period, 
but they were not quite so fast as that. 
The sailing record for the Liverpool-New 
York voyage was made in 1854 by the fa- 
mous otippes Red Jacket. It was 13 days 
1 hour and 25 minutes, and steam had to 
be used to beat it. Our homonymous prede- 
cessor received the news of LAFAYETTNR’s 
death on June 19, not on June 4, and its 
column rules were turned in sign of grief 
the next day, exactly a month after the 
hero of three revolutions went to his rest. 


——Finely illustrative of the arguments 
which those who would deal practically 
with the facts of the saloon question have 
to answer, is a letter just received, in which 
one of our readers criticises Dr. ParK- 
HURST’s wish that the Legislature would 
devote its next session to the repealing of 
laws instead of to the making of them, 
and so “bring the statute book down to 
the level of possible enforcement."’ In what 
he evidently regards as a scathing reproof 
to Dr. PARKHURST, Our correspondent says: 
‘As the law against murder has not been 
enforced of late in this city, I would sug- 
gest that the Legislature commence with 
that law, and then we can begin to judge 
how we like Dr. PARKHURST’S plan.’”’ And, 
continuing, with delightful inconsequential- 
ity, he adds: ‘‘ As the doctor does not show 
a very level head in dealing with political 
and social questions, I have often been 
led to wonder how he could climb the 
Matterhorn.” Ignoring this second is- 
sue as more interesting than important, 
we hasten to consider the statement 
that the ‘‘law against murder has not 
been enforced of late in this city.” Is 
there not some confusion in our correspond- 
ent's mind between the commandment 
“Thou shalt not kill’? and the sections of 
the Penal Code which define the crime of 
murder and provide for its punishment? Sp 
far as there is a “ law against murder”’ on 
the statute book, it has been enforced in

commendable vigor, and with a very con- 
siderable degree of success. If Dr. PARK- 
HURST'S critic knows of any’ murders which 
the District Attorney has not tried his best 
to punish he is better informed than we 
are, and ought to bring his information be- 
fore the proper authorities at once. We 
have no laws against the drinking of intox- 
icants, but do have one against the selling 
of them at certain specified times. The 
plan to shorten or change the prohibited 
periods has no likeness at all to our corre- 
spondent’s sarcastic proposal to repeal 
what he calls “the law against murder,” 

and there is no similarity between a re- 
stricted Sunday opening of the saloons and 
the repeal of the statutes under which mur- 
ders, when proved, are punished.

TARIFF REVISION. 


Tariff Reductions and Canadian Trade. 


Annapolis Royal, N. §., 
Nov, 22, 1901. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A reduction of the United States tariff on 
Canadian productions or a fair reciprocity 
treaty between this country and the United 
States would have been hailed with great 
satisfaction for many years after the abro- 
gation of the old treaty which the United 
States declined to renew. But how the 
tariff revision discussions attract but little 
attention in Canada, except as they raise 
the question as to what effect a reduction 
of the almost prohibitorily high tariff of 
the United States would have on the ex- 
port trade of Canada. 

That export trade has so increased and 
expanded that Canada of to-day is a most 
prosperous country. And it is backed by 
great natural resources—minerals, forests, 
and rich fields for agriculture and fisheries. 
With only an artificial line of separation 
from the markets of the United States, it 
would seem that any tariff on trade be- 
tween the two great countries of North 
America would naturally, as once it did, 
be severely felt to the disadvantage of 
Canada. But, on the contrary, these high 
and obstructive United States tariffs have 
proved a great boon to Canada and have 
opened markets the world over which oth- 
erwise would have been controlled and re- 
tained by the United States. Instance the 
cheese and butter trade with England; the 
lumber trade with the River Plate, Austra- 
lia, South Africa, and Cuba; the fish trade 
with Brazil and the West Indies; the po- 
tato trade, particularly with Cuba; the 
apple trade with Great Britain, and the ex- 
ports of coal and iron to Burope. Of tron 
ore the Canadian Atlantic seaboard has a 
world’s supply that can be shipped from 
this and other ports that are free from ice 
and navigable the year round. 

An investigation of the enormous export 
trade of Canada, now being developed, 
would, I think, soon convince some of the 
advocates of high tariff in the United 
States that protection does not always 
protect, and that high tariff against their 
northern neighbors has proved a great 
stimulant to developing the resources and 
industries of Canada, and largely accounts 
for Canadian indifference now to a reduc- 
tion of the United States tariff or a reci- 


procity treaty.

CROWDS GET POINTS 
ON NATURAL HISTORY 


Many New and Strange Exhibits 
in the American Museum. 


Members’ Day Visitors Regaled with 


Marvelous Prehistoric Skeletons— 
Some Recent Contributions. 


Those who:love to wander and wonder 
through the American Museum of Natural 
History, Seventy-seventh Street and Highth 
Avenue, will find many new marvels and 
new rooms opened to their investigation. 
Members’ Day, yesterday, was made nota- 
ble by giving the members and their friends 
the first view of the new exhibits and new 
collections. Many availed themselves of 
the chance, and the big building was well 
filled with officers and members of the in- 
stitution, together with large numbers of 
the outside public who had learned of the 
occasion and were willing to pay the ad- 
mission fee rather than wait for the next 
free day. 

Prof. L. T. Gratacap was very busy on 
the fourth floor explaining the marvels of 
the Bement and the Morgan gem collec- 
tion to the many, who found him eager to 
give information and tolerant $f questions 
non-scientific. Both of these collections 


were given to the institution by J. Pierpont 
Morgan, 


There were more who followed Prof. 
Gratacap about the cases of the Bement 
collection as he explained the beautiful 
crystallizations and mineral combinations 
and were told how the collection, which is 
estimated to have cost $100,000, was gath- 
ered. Prof. Gratacap, in speaking of the 
treasures, said that Mr. Clarence Bement of 
Philadelphia, the collector, was, to begin 
with, an artist and a student, and in the 
selections of his collection largely used his 
artistic eye. The beautiful caught him, 
but by that it was not meant to suggest 
that the value of his collection from a sci- 
entific standpoint was harmed. The deal- 
ers knew that he would pay well and gave 


him the first choice. As a result, he se- 
cured some specimens far superior to any- 
thing in the British Museum. Some of the 
Specimens cost as high as $1,000 apiece. 

Then Prof. Gratacap took the visitors 
from case to case, where the mineral crys- 
tals gleamed in many colors. There were 
yellow sulphurs of Italy, the copper, bedded 
in white crystals, of Lake Superior; the 
pink fluorite from Switzerland, the historic 
collection of rulite, many rare and perfect 
specimens of azurite, the Taglioni emerald, 
given by Napoleon III. to a dancing girl; 
tourmalines, mica crystals, apatite in rep- 
resentative series, and stolzite of unusually 
large crystals, 

Their beauty is unsurpassed,”’ said the 
professor, ‘‘ unsurpassed in this or in any 
other country.” He was very happy with 
his treasures. 

The beauty of the Morgan gem collection 
and its value as an exhibit is in its educa- 
tional value, as the cut stones are placed 
in cases, under upright cabinets, showing 
the uncut material from which they come, 
as with the magnificent variety of pearls, 
where the shelis from which they were 
taken, together with shells with the pearis 
still attached to them, are just above the 
pearls themselves. 

In addition to this there are classed with 
the perfect gems those that are impertect, 
such as a ruby that is “ piebald,’”” and a 
sapphire in which the pigment mineral is 
unevenly distributed through the stone, so 
that the sides are darker than the centre, 
and there are gems that are supposed to 
represent absolutely certain colors, which 
show many and distinct varieties of color. 
There is a gold nugget there which is near- 
jy pure gold, weighing 1,080 pennyweights, 
the largest nugget found, according to the 
information of the museum authorities, in 
many years. 

Prof. Henry F. Osborn of Columbia Uni- 
versity, Second Vice President of the mu- 
seum, was present yesterday and took espe- 
cial pride in some new fossils of prehistoric 
animals that have added largely to the in- 
formation of the scientific world and will 
serve in future to stir up the imaginations 
of visitors of the days before Adam. These 
are exhibited on the fourth floor, in the 
Department of Vertebrate Paleontology. He 
is especially proud of the monster skeleton 
of a brontosaurus, a monster lizard. The 
animal, alive, stood twenty feet from the 

round. It was sixty feet long. It lived 

the swamps, and, if scientists are not 
mistaken, was the prey of the carnivorous 
dinosaurs, the skulls and other bones of 
which have recently been added to the col- 
lection. 

In addition to the new marvels there ts 
the skeleton of a fish that swam so long 
ago that it is guesswork to come within 
some thousands of years of the time, and 
there is an ichthyosaurus, with the skele- 
tons of young within it, showing that the 
animal was viviparous. 

In the same room are the recent findings 
of Prof. J. W. Gidley. There are several 
skeletons of the prehistoric horse, complet- 
ing the exhibits of evolution from the one 
with five toes to the horse with one toe, and 
the only complete specimen of the prehis- 
toric horse with the single toe, or hoof, 
which, by the size of its head, the length of 
its body, and shortness of its legs, resem- 
bles closely the zebra. Then there are 
skulls of the same animal, found in Texas, 
showing singular cavities under the eyes, 
which have not as yet been explained. The 
visitors were allowed to guess regarding 
this cavity. 

Prof. Gidley points with pride to_three 
skulls of the mastodon found in Texas. 
The first has four tusks, the upper two 
curving downward and the lower two 
pointing upward. A complete skull of this 
animal had never before been found. Then 
there is an intermediate mastodon skull, 
and the one with which the world is famil- 
iar, with its upturning and curving tusks. 
In addition there is the complete foreleg of 
a mastodon which has convinced scientists 
that the great beast was even larger than 
they had calculated. It is eleven feet in 
height, and was also found in Texas. 

There have been many additions to the 
other departments, particularly in that of 
the Jesup collection of woods, the Depart- 
ments of Anthropology, Mammalogy, and 
Ornithology, North American Archaeology, 
lepidoptera, and geology, in which latter 
the loan of the Ward-Coonley collection of 
meteorites is shown. 


VALUE OF A RUPEE. 
Government May Have to Refund Large 


Sums as Result of Board of 


Classification Decision. 

The United States Board of Classification 
yesterday issued a decision on the protest 
in the case of Lucius Beebe & Sons of Bos- 
ton, importers, against the decision of the 
Collector of Customs at Boston, the decis- 
ion involving the value of the Indian rupee 
in cases In which merchandise from foreign 
countries is invoiced in rupees. It was said 
at the Appraisers’ Stores that under this 
decision, if it is sustained, the Government 
will have to refund large sums that have 
been paid in duties on Indian goods and 
that the amount involved is estimated to 
be from $750,000 to $1,000,000, this having 
been a test case, based on the duty collect- 
ed on a cargo of skins. 

The case is of interest to all persons im- 
porting goods from India, as it involves the 
construction of the proviso to Section 25 of 
the Tariff act of Aug, 28, 1894. This sec- 
tion treats of the value of foreign coins in 
cases in which merchandise from foreign 
countries is invoiced in a foreign currency, 
and it provides that the Director of the 
Mint shall establish quarterly the value of 
such colns in United States currency ac- 
cording to the pure metal in them 

At the time that Beebe & Sons made their 
importation this pure metal value of a 
rupee had been fixed at 19 9-100 cents. It 
was claimed, however, by the United 
States Government that the rupee actually 
possessed an exchange value of 32 11-100 
cents, and the Collector of the Port at Bos- 
ton used this larger figure in estimating the 
duties. 

The importers began litigation before the 
Board of Classification to require the Col- 
lector to liquidate the duties or the basis 
of the pure metal value of the rupee as es- 
tablished by the Director of the Mint. The 
board sustained their contention, and the 
decision of the board was twice! affirmed 
by the United States Circuit Court at Bos- 
ton, and also by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals at Boston. 

The case just decided presented a slightly 
different aspect of the controversy, the 
Government having contended that the pro- 
viso to Section 25 referred to above gave 
authority to the Secretary of the Treasury 
to find a different value from that fixed by 
the Director of the Mint, and further that 
the Secretary’s action_could not be re- 
viewed, either by the Board of Classifica- 
tion or by the United States courts. 

The opinion of the board, written by 
Judge H. M. Somerville, late of the Su- 


preme Court of Alabama, holds that in 
seine the value of the rupee the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury made a misconstruc- 
tion of the law, and that therefore the 
board had jurisdiction to correct the error. 
The protest of the importers is sustained, 
and the Collector is instructed to reliqui- 
date the duties paid. 


ASSOCIATION OF ALLIED ARTS. 


Annual Exhibition of Arts and Crafts at 
the Clausen Gallery. 


The rivalry of nations in manufactured 
articles, together with a more enlightened 
demand for useful objects having some 
artistic merit, may account for the number 
of exhibitions devoted to the arts and 
crafts. In Turin, in Glasgow, in Dresden 
and Berlin, Darmstadt, Vienna, and other 
European cities exhibitions of the kind 
have just been held, or are open now, or 
will occur. Boston, Chicago, and 
other American cities have their smaller 
shows of industrial art, and with the ex- 
hibits in the Clausen Gallery begins an- 
other serles of exhibitions for the season 
in New York alone. 

The Association of Allied Arts is an off- 
shoot from the New York Keramic So- 
ciety, which will soon hold its own annual 
show, certain members of that society hav- 
ing insisted that it should widen its scope 
to include other objects of use treated with 
artistic care. 

The main body decided to hold fast to 
keramics, and some years ago the Allied 
Arts began to carry out the more compre- 
hensive programme. Miss Emma B. Shields 
is President, Mrs. Monachesi Recording 
Secretary; a board of artists acts in an ad- 
visory capacity; there is a jury and a 
Hanging Committee. Little care, however, 
is taken to exclude inferior work; the col- 
lection relies rather on the energy of a few 
active members to secure some good things 
in various lines of art, which must be de- 
pended on to offset the inferior pieces that 
always tend to depress the average of an 
exhibition of industrial art work, just as 
the same kind of contributions lowers the 
quality of picture shows here and abroad. 

The annual of the Allied Arts by no 
means excludes painting, water color, 
black and white, or sculpture, though per-+ 
haps it is a mistake to do so because these 
have their own places of exhibit in plenty, 


and their room might better be taken by 
arts and craftswork. Could the Allied Arts 
afford to take the galleries of the Fine 
Arts Building and run as rival to the Ar- 
chitectural League, the situation would be 
different; for then plenty of space could be 
found for the ‘‘minor”’ arts. But the 
Clausen Gallery is not large. Be that as it 
may, there are pieces here which will repay 
examination, as they shine against a pret- 
ty considerable background of mediocrity. 

With a good deal of pleasure one may 
study, for example, the ‘‘ Losanti’’ vases 
made by Miss McLaughlin in Cincinnatl It 
is translucent ware, carved on the outside 
in bold broad designs, but in low relief, now 
floral, now with an interlaced design like 
basketwork, and in color either cream or 
celadon. Mr. Marshal Fry shows his com- 
plete mastery of the art of painting on 
porcelain, whether birds or flowers are his 
theme. Mrs. Monachesi heads a large ex- 
hibit of miscellaneous pieces of china with 
a punchbowl, the exterior modeled in high 
relief with a foliage design. Mrs. Bennett 
shows a handsome large vase painted nice- 
ly with clematis, the ware being Trenton 
Belleek. Mrs. Worth Osgood shows a fine 
vase, ‘“‘ Narcissus,’ and a table set for 
game. These are only a few taken from 
the keramic part of the exhibition as that 
one of the “allied "’ arts which bulks the 
largest. Others will be found worth look- 
ing at and worth buying for Christmas, it 
may be; especially the smaller pieces to 
aoe decoration has been sparingly ap- 
plie 

Wood carving has some votaries with 
taste, such as Mrs. Emily Butterworth, 
whose book racks and small caskets, sober- 
ly ornamented in low relief, are very 
charming, and Mr. Maurice Beach, who at- 
tempts more ambitious flights in a kitchen 
table chair carved at all pdints. Fire- 
etching is still better reprenented, although 
many pieces are of the conventional sort, 
cecorated with portraits after photographs, 
with burned designs in the margin which 
represent the lowest stage of helplessness. 
The trays and shallow bowis burned and 
stained in simple designs by Miss Harriet 
kK. Fobes have a very pleasing directness, 
and show an excellent eye for color, traits 
which the ordinary ‘“ burnt-wood” artist 
lacks. The greatest hit in this department 
is made, however, by a young Polish-Ameri- 
can’ Mr. Wladislaw Benda, whose panels, 
combining burned outlines and color stains, 
have a very attractive look. “ Rustic 
Dance" shows various Polish_ types. of 
young men and women. “ The Story Tell- 

is an effect of firelight on two or three 
figures. And with a charcoal drawing of a 
woman scrubbing a great flight of steps, 
a very talented drawing, Mr. Benda shows 
that he has an excellent artistic basis to 
begin with, a thing that many workmen 
and workwomen in the arts and crafts are 
without. Mr. Benda has temperament and 
ought to go far. 

The leather work has some good ex- 
amples, chiefly from G. D. Thompson & 
Co., consisting of screens and tooled and 
embossed hangings. Belts with hammered 
copper buckles by Mrs. Butterworth are 
pleasantly rude and barbaric; Miss Sheldon 
turnishes lanterns and sconces in ham- 
mered brass, as well as baskets. Some 
excellent work in basketry on a modest 
seale is by Miss Froelich. Drapery silk, 
designed by Samuel L. Crownfield, and 
woven silk, designed by S. E. Beach, should 
not be overlooked. Miss Foote sends from 
the Evelyn-Nordhoff Bindery some cases 
exhibiting the entire process of book-bind- 
ing, which will be of interest to amateurs 
who are beginning to take up this attractive 
but by no means easy work. 

Among the oil paintings and water colors 
the most attractive pieces for the most part 
are flower studies. One could wish, how- 
ever, that nine-tenths of the pictures had 
been refused and their places taken by em- 
broideries and leathers, silks and tapestries, 
rugs, and designs for earpets and wall- 
papers. These are the proper game for the 
Association of Allied ‘Arts. If the various 
organizations in New York pursuing much 
the same aim—there must be six or eight of 
them—would come together and give one 
really select and comprehensive exhibition 
during the Winter, the public would be far 
more impressed by the vitality and promise 
of American arts and crafts. At present 
their energies are scattered and the crude 
commercial side is uppermost. There is no 
reason why a single strong organization 
should not be formed from the better ele- 
ments now wasting their forces in small 
exhibitions, which would take its place be- 
side the Society of American Artists and 
the Sculpture Society and call for contri- 
butions from the best craftsmen in all the 
cities of the Union. 


VALUABLE OLD PICTURES SOLD. 


Revolutionary Collection of the Late R. 
C. Watterson at Auction in Boston. 


BOSTON, Nov. 26.—Not since the famous 
Clark collection of Washington portraits 
and prints was sold has there been such 
a choice lot of early prints offered at auc- 
tion as there was at Libbie’s to-day, when 
the Washington and Revolutionary por- 
traits, views, prints, and engravings of the 
late R. C. Watterson were sold. 

The portrait of Major Gen. Benjamin 
Lincoln of the Revolutionary Army, Presi- 
dent of the Society of the Cincinnati of 
Massachusetts, was bought by a Boston 
dealer for $155. It was engraved by J. R. 
Smith from an original picture painted by 
Col. H. Sargent, (Boston, 1811,) and printed 
by John Campbell. Another Boston col- 
lector secured a mezzotint folio engravin 
of Gen. Lafayette, painted and engrav 
by P. L. De Bucourt in 1790, for $60. 

A small quarto in old frame was sold 
for $55 to J. F. Sabin for a New York col- 
lector. A view of the Old South Chureh 
when on fire on Dec. 29, 1810, “ Exhibiting 
the intrepid conduct of Isaac Harris, for 
whose successful heroism the society pre- 
sented him with a silver pitcher, value 
$100,"" was sold for $48. A very earl if 
not the first, engraved view of the batt e of 
Bunker Hill, an engraving taken from a 
copy of The Pennsylvania Magazine for 
September, 1775, was sold upon order for 
$42. <A portrait of Benjamin Franklin, e:,- 
graved by E. Fisher from Chamberlain’s 
paintings, went to J. O. Wright of New 
York for $40.

YEAR'S WORK OF THE 
CHILDREN’S AID SOCIETY 


Waifs Placed in Good Homes and 
Provided with Schooling. 


Organization®Needs Money for New 
Schools and Homes—'!ts Forty- 
ninth Annual Report. 


At the annual meeting yesterday at the 
Chase National Bank of the Children’s Aid 
Society William Church Osborn was elected 
President, to succeed D. Willis James, who 
has held the office since 1892. Mr. James 
continues as Trustee. Charles E. White- 
head, Vice President; A. Barton Hepburn, 
Treasurer, and Charles Loring Brace, Sec- 
retary, were re-elected. William Douglas 
Sloane, F. Delano Weekes, and Archibald 
D. Russell were re-elected Trustees to serve 
for three years. 

The forty-ninth annual report of the 
society, for the year ended Oct. 1 last, 
tells eloquently in statistics the story of its 
humanitarian achievements. 

The society has now 19 day and 8 evening 
industrial schools, with an enrollment of 
15,671 and an average daily attendance of 
7,528 children. The schools, while in the 
buildings of the society and under its im- 
mediate control, are carried on under the 
supervision, direction, and approval of Su- 
perintendents of the Board of Education, as 
by law required, and the teachers are 
licensed, The society’s teachers during the 
year made 17,102 visits to the homes of the 
children, mainly to inquire into non-attend- 
ance of scholars. In many cases this was 
found to be due to the poverty of their 
families, and relief of some form was af- 


forded to 7,883 persons to make it possible 
that children ot those aided might attend 
school. . 

For those who require it, hot lunches are 
provides at the schools, and the children's 
ot is made happier in some urgent caBes by 
the providing of footgear and other apparel, 
A gratifying recognition of the value of 
such industrial schools was in the raising 
of $1,800 by a group of Italio-Americans of 
the Mulberry Park district, which was paid 
to the society with the hope expressed that 
it would establish another industrial school 
in “ Little Italy’ on the upper east side. 
If other aid comes in, the school will be es- 
tablished. 

The society asks support for its evening 
schools and boys’ and girls’ clubs, which 
give those who attend them opportunities 
of recreation and improvement in crowded 
quarters where young people have the 
worst of environments. In the classes for 
crippled and deformed children, organized 
two years ago in three of the society's 
schools, are now 183 pupils, whose condi- 
tion, formerly one of hopelessness, is such 
as to reward all who contributed to their 
present happiness. The average nightly at- 
tendance of homeless boys and girls at the 
lodging houses and farm school was 374, 
and in the year 4,543 children were shel- 
tered. They staid on the average one 
month, the average age was sixteen, and 
they paid for lodgings $10,275.78. Of the 
charges many have now money in savings 
banks, 450 have city employment, and 184 
work in the country, and 248 went volun- 
tlarily to the Farm School. At the instance 
of District Attorney-elect Willlam Travers 
Jerome, the society took an interest in first 
offenders and appointed last December two 
probation officers. They report that of 242 
offenders under suspension of sentence 229 
are leading honest lives. The expenses 
Were met by funds collected by an aux- 
jiliary committee organized by Mrs. Willard 
Parker. 

Of the emigration and placing-out depart- 
ment the report notes the appointment as 
Superintendent of Emigration of Robert N. 
Brace. During the year 407 children were 
placed in family homes, mainly in the West. 
There are now 972 children of sixteen or 
younger in homes, mostly farmers’ fami- 
lies, under the supervision of the society, 
and 1,355 visits were paid to them by its 
agents during the year to learn of their 
welfare. Sent to situations at wages to 
country families were 263 older boys and 
girls, and parents with 589 children have 
been aided to reach employment in various 
States. Runaway boys to the number of 
144 were returned to parents. In all 1,403 
destitute children were placed in country 
homes during the year. 

The Summer charities of the society were 
bountiful. Its Chiidren’s Summer Home at 
Bath Beach was crowded from June to 
September. Children who spent a week 
numbered 3,841, and 3,255 attended the day 
picnics. At the Haxtun Cottage 285 crip- 

led children spent each two weeks. The 
dealth Home at Coney Island was taxed 
to its full capacity by 3,3]8 young suffer- 
ers sent from dispensaries, each staying 
one week. The day picnics here were at- 
tended by 4,728 children. The cottage at 
the Farm School gave each of 2,079 tene- 
ment house boys a week’s outing. Children 
boarded in the country for one week num- 
bered 325, 4,343 others were given outings, 
and 146 boys were sent to camp for from 
one to four weeks. 

Mr. Brace points out the economy of all 
this good work. The day and evening in- 
dustrial schools cost $190,747.51, or at the 
rate of $25.34 annually, for each child. The 
cost for the crippled and deformed for the 
year was $68.50 each child, on the basis 
of average attendance, or onthe enrollment 
$30.19. The net running expenses of the 
lodging houses were $34,791.99. The cost per 
capita of training city waifs at the Brace 
Farm School was $23.23. The average cost 
for each child placed in a home was $38.13. 
The cost of assisting 1,036 children and 
adults to reach friends or employment was 
$16,101.31. The cost of giving 13,021 a few 
happy hours in the country, or at the sea- 
shore was $31,203.66, or $2.39 per capita. 
The caring for 1,632 sick children and 
mothers by the Sick Children’s Mission was 
$1.49 per capita. 

Of the needs of the society, the report 
enumerates a building in Little Italy to cost 
$60,000 to $100,000, another cottage at the 
Children's Summer Home to cost $5,000 to 
$6,000, $2,000 for the enlargement of the 
cottage for crippled children, another cot- 
tage on the Farm School to cost $5,000, and 
two wagonettes to cost $1,200 for ‘crippled 
children. 

Treasurer Hepburn’s report shows re- 
ceipts of $439,035.52 and payments of $437,- 
263.79, leaving a credit balance of $1,771.73. 
The payments include %1,250 for the reserve 
fund of the new Italian school building and 
$2,609.92 for the Sullivan Street School. 
The receipts include: Board of Education. 
common school fund, for pupils in industrial 
schools. six months, 1900, $50,152.30: Board 
of Education, common school fund, for pu- 

iis in industrial schools, six months, 1901, 

98,546.46; City of New York, balance ap- 

ropriation, 1900, $39,167.16, and City of 

ew York, account appropriation, 1901, 
$28,127.80, Receipts from legacies amount- 
ed to $51,316.19 and donations to $104,- 
860.88. The payments of the society from 
March 2, 1853, to Oct. 1, 1901, inclusive, 
amount to $10,177,786.34.

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MR. FRANKO’S CONCERT 
OF OLD MUSIC 


First of This Class of Entertain- 
ments at the Lyceum. 


Success of a Programme of Fascinating 
Pieces of Other Days Which Are 
Seldom Heard in This Age. 


When Mr. Samuel Franko, who for rea- 
sons best known to himself, publishes his 
name as “Sam,” conceived the idea of 
giving some concerts of old music, long 
ago relegated to the limbo of obscurity, he 
builded better than he knew. It was in 
the Autumn of last year that Mr. Franko 
gave his first series, consisting of three 
concerts, and they were so successful that 
he found it profitable to give three more 
in Lent of the present year. Again the ap- 
proval of cultivated music lovers was so 
marked that he arranged for the series 
which began yesterday. The audience was 
of such a size and temper that the success 
of the current entertainments was estab- 
lished beyond a doubt. It may be accepted, 
therefore, that these concerts are now @ 
regular feature of our seasons of music. 
This is a subject for congratulation, for 
more delightful entertainments it would be 
hard to conceive. 

The charm of the music interpreted by 
Mr. Franko and the American Symphony 
Orchestra is to be found in its purely mu- 
sical beauty. Simplicity of ideas, lovely 
transparency of treatment, purity of form 
and style, and chasteness in instrumental 
embodiment are combined in this old music. 
its moods are sweet and gentle, its pur- 
poses amiable, and its achievements rest- 
ful and gladdening. The listener is never 
aroused to turbulent emotion, for this was 


day. But grace, piquancy, daintiness of 
conception, elegance of expression, exqui- 
site finish in exposition, and withal a most 
fascinating naivete are found in most of 
these old compositions. The melodic ideas, 
indeed, are elementary and the harmonic 
plans are fundamental. But the music is 
Sweet upon the ear, and it leads the fancy 
into channels where the waters ripple like 
woodland brooks.

The Sacecini overture has never been pub- 
lished separate from the opera for con- 
cert purposes, and Mr. Franko copied it 


| from the score in the Lenox Library. It is a 


melodious and unaffected piece of writing, 


| its aim apparently being to give the hear- 


ers some hint of the character of the 
music he is about to hear in the opera, 
without striving to create any very definite 
mood picture. The Vivaldi concerto is one 
of the sixteen which Bach transcribed. 
It shows all of its composer’s mastery of 
form and his readiness to employ insignifi- 
cant thematic ideas. In the shape in which 
it was presented yesterday, however, it is 
a charming piece of music. Much of this, 
no doubt, we owe to the musicianship of 
Bach, who recognized the need of filling in 
the empty places left in the score to he 
supplied by the harpsichordist always par- 
ticipating in the old performances. Bach 
strengthened the basses, enriched the mid- 
dle voice parts, and elaborated the poly- 
phony. Mr. Franko utilized the improve- 
ments of Bach, and so presented the con- 
certo in its most intergsting form. 

And interesting, indeed, it proved to be. 
The workings of the solo parts and the 
counterpoint of the subsidiary parts provid- 
ed plentiful material for the modern ear, 
while the attention was arrested and the 
mental powers stimulated by the ingenuity 
of the polyphonic treatment. It should be 
recorded as evidence of the culture of Mr. 
Franko’s hearers that this concerto was 
received with abundant demonstrations of 
pleasure. The aria ‘‘ Revenez, amours’”’ 
from Lully’s ‘‘ Thésée’’ has text by no 
less a poet than Philippe Quinault, the 
languid graces of whose verse inmoved 
Boileau to write; 

“Les héros chez Quinault parlent tout au- 
trement. 

Et jusqu’a ‘je vous hais’ tout se dit tendre- 
ment.’’ 

But he is remembered with gratitude for 
the fluent and polished verses which he 
wrote for Lully’s operas. This air dates 
from 1765, and its gentle melancholy was 

ind yesterday to be as pleasing as a 
tragment from Gluck. It was sung with 
taste and sentiment by Mrs. Morris Black, 
not the least of whosé excellences was her 
perfectly clear enunciation of the words. 

The divertimento of Gretry was made up 
by Mr. Franko of four dances from the 
composer’s operas. These were the * Danse 
a@’Hommes" and the * Danse legere’”’ from 
‘Panurge dans les Lanternes,’’ (1785,) the 
‘Gavotte Persane’’ from * Anacreon chez 
Polycrate,”’ (1797,) and the ‘‘ Marche des 
Janissaires’"*’ from “La Caravane du 
Caire,’’ (1784.) The arrangement proved to 
be admirable, providing an agreeable va- 
riety of color and a piquant contrast of 
movements. Mozart's familiar symphony 
in £ flat, that numbered Opus 543 in the 
Kéchel catalogue, has not been played for 
some time, and it sounded rich and expres- 
sive in the small audience chamber. 

The orchestra discharged its duties with 
zeal and efficiency. It is plain that the 
men enjoy playing this old music, and co- 
operate most heartily with their conductor, 
who is one of our most accomplished mu- 
sical scholars and a thorough artist. Such 
concerts as that of yesterday place the 
hearer under a large debt of gratitude, 


Miss Martin’s Piano Recital. 

Miss Ruth Martin, an American pianist, 
who was lately graduated from the school 
of Theodore Leschititzky, gave a recital 
last night at Mendelssohn Hall. Her pro- 
gramme was novel in its arrangement in 
that it began with numbers of the kind us- 
ually placed at the end of a Ist and ended 
with those usually found near the begin- 
ning. The list was this: Brahms’s G minor 
rhapsodie, Tschaikowsky’s ‘‘ Meditation,” 
sarabande and double by Moszkowsky, an 
impromptu by Liszt, Macdowell's "To a 
Wild Rose’’ and ‘* The Eagle,” “ Improvi- 
sate,’’ by Pierne; Leschititzky’s “ Siciliana 
all’ Antica,’’ Chopin's A flat ballade and 
two études and the same master’s sonata in 
B minor. 

Most of the numbers on the list were not 
such as to make severe demands on the 
lady's technic. This was fortunate, for her 
technic is by no means fully developed, Her 
tone was good, but monotonous in color, 
ow!ag to her constant employment of one 
position of the hand, that with the elevated 
wrist. Her pedaling was not at all clear, 
and her phrasing showed but little under- 
standing of the possibilities of accent and 
rubato. In short, her performance was im- 
mature, and at no time was there any dis- 
closure of a temperament which might give 
hope for her future. 


Mme. Lilli Lehmann’s Song Recital. 
Mme. Lilli Lehmann, the famous soprano, 
gave the third of her song recitals in this 
city yesterday afternoon at Carnegie Hall. 
Her programme consisted of the familiar 
‘“‘Fiinf Gedichte "’ of Wagner, written in 
1862, and having no cyclical connection; 
Bungert's delightful ‘‘ Bei del Trésterin,”’

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 26.—The Rey. 
Dr. Joseph Henry Thayer, Bussey Profes- 
sor Hmeritus of New Testament Criticism 
and Interpretation in the Harvard Univer- 
sity Divinity School, died to-day, in his 
seventy-fourth year. He had been con- 
nected with Harvard for many years, but 
retired last year, retaining his title, as a 
mark of honor, at the request of the Board 
of Overseers. 

Prof, Thayer was born in Boston on Noy. 
7, 1828. His father was vou Helyer 
Thayer. After graduating from Harvard in 
1850, he attended the Andover Theological 
Seminary and later became pastor of a 
church in Salem, Mass., where he lived 
trom 1859 to 1864. From 1864 to 1882 he 
was Professor of Sacred Literature at the 
Andover Seminary, and his service at Har- 
vard began after that. Yale University 
conferred the degree of Doctor of Divinity 
upon him in_ 1873, and the same honor 
came from Harvard and Princeton later. 
The University of Dublin made him a Doc- 
tor of Letters in 1892. 

Among the boeks of which Dr. Thayer 
was the author are ‘Books and Their 
Use,” ‘‘The Change of Attitude Toward 
the Bible.’’ ‘‘ A Greek-English Lexicon of 
the New Testament,’”’ and “A Biographical

IN THE FOOTBALL WORLD| 


Woodrutf Severs His Connection 
as Coach at Pennsylvania. 


GRADUATE SYSTEM TO COME 


Columbia Men Punt for a Cup—Harvard 
Students Learn that Their Winning 
Trick Was the Result 
of a Dream. 


An unexpected bomb was thrown into the 
University of Pennsylvania football camp 
last night when the graduate and under- 
graduate members of the Athletic Associa- 
tion received the following communication 
from Coach George W. Woodruff: 

“I beg to tender my resignation as coach 
of the football team and as Financial Sec- 
retary of the Athletic Association, to take 
effect Noy. 29, with the distinct under- 
standing that 1 am not a candidate for re- 
appointment to either position.’’ 

It is generally believed that Woodruff 
scented trouble at the next meeting of the 
Athletic Association, at which next sea- 
son’s Football Committee will be chosen, 
and rather than challenge the issue, re- 


signed. The undergraduate feeling of re- 
pugnance to the way football has been con- 
ducted at Pennsylvania this season has 
been gaining strength daily, and had not 
the guards-back theorist anticipated the 
wishes of the majority, it is likely 
would have been a monster demonstration 
of disapproval by the student body after 
the Cornell game. 

The. consensus of opinion among the grad- 
vate body—those who have made Pennsyl- 
vania’'s name brilliant on the football 
encutébeon, are still a unit in believing that 
Woodruff is a football strategist, but has 
lost the facility or at least has failed to ap- 
ply it this season in teaching the funda- 
mental principles of the game. As a fin- 
isher of football material. he is still emi- 
nent, but as a developer of raw material 
this season’s record has relegated him to 
the second class. Woodruff, after hand- 
ing in his resignation, left the campus and 
denied himself to everybody, while the foot- 
ball sclons at Pennsylvania declined to dis- 
cuss the situation. The result of Wood- 
ruff’s action will now pave the way for 
complete graduate coaching at Pennsylva- 
nia, in the event of which the Quaker in- 
stitution will be on a par with Yale, Har- 
vard, Princeton, and Cornell. 


PUNTING MATCH AT COLUMBIA.

Between 
4,000 and 5,000 men assembled at_ the 
Harvard Union to cheer the team and lis- 
ten to speeches by President Eliot, Major 
Higginson, Col. Hallowell, Coach Lewis, 
Head Coach Reid, and Capt, Daye Camp- 
bell. All of these were received with the 
greatest enthusiasm, and the walls fairly 
shook with the cheering that greeted each 
man. 

After the meeting the men formed by 
classes in a torchlight parade and marched 
to Soldiers’ Field, where a huge bonfire was 
bullt. The speeches at the union were full 
of praise for the team and those who had 
helped to make it victorious.

INTERSCHOLASTIC FOOTBALL.

of the protest. Berkeley evidently thought 
better of the matter after a little quiet in- 
vestigation, for when the meeting was 
called to order by R. 8. Patterson, Chair- 
man of the Constitution Committee, the 
Berkeley representative said that Capt. 
Roome wished to withdraw_ the_ protest. 
The Dwight men were armed with proofs 
of the eligibility of their men and they 
were certified by Headmaster. Williams of 
the Dwight School. They showed that 
Bohem is only seventeen, Croker nineteen 
on Nov. 7, and Close will be twenty next 
January. Moreover, a letter was produced 
from Register Hoyt of Cornell University 
stating that Herbert Croker had never been 
a member of the university. The Berkeley 
Captain had evidently confounded him with 
his two brothers, who have been students 
at Cornell. 

The three Dwight men therefore will play 
to-day in the final game of the interscho- 
lastic series, which will be played at Berk- 
eley Oval.

WORK ON THE CROTON DAM. 


Engineer Church Points Out the Perilg 
of Earth Embankments and 
Core Walls. 

Benjamin 8S. Church, who originally de- 
signed the new Croton Aqueduct, and was 
chief engineer of the first Aqueduct Com- 
mission from 1883 to 1888, is in favor of 
the plan of construction decided on by the 
Board of Engineers of which James J.’ R. 
Croes was a member. Engineer Church 
claims that a solid masonry embankment 
should be built at Croton Dam {[nstead of 
the earth embankment and core wall which 

has been partly constructed. 

“It was a relief to me,’’ said Engineer 
Church yesterday to a New YorkK Timags 
reporter, ‘‘to know that outside engineers 
and experts had been called in to examine 
and report. My original plans, presented 


| to the first commission, which began the 


work, provided for a solid masonry wall 
resting on solid rock. The site chosen was 
at the Quaker Bridge, the narrowest and 
most favorable point near the” river's 
mouth. The borings showed a sure rock 
foundation and an entire absence of lime- 
stone. As every one knows, where lime- 
stone exists cavities may be looked for, 
and it was with uneasiness that I learned 
of the abandonment of this site for the 
present Corneli site by a more recent com- 
mission. My plans for a solid masonry dam 


were changed to one consisting partly of 
an earth embankment across the valley a 
mile and a half higher up, depriving the 
Moreover,: 


‘*T have surmised that the earth embank- 
ment portion was resorted to in order .to 
reduce the added expense that this longer 
dam at Cornell would involve. The danger 
of a core wall and earth bank for this spe- 
cial dam consists in the possibility of some 
of the small dams above giving way, for 
the ogg» dam near the mouth of the river 
is the terminal of the whole system ‘of 
dams above. A great break in yay a oné of 
these upper reservoirs would not ‘be dare 
gerous if the great dam were made suffi« 
ciently stable to meet all contingencies.

GREAT “ HOPE DIAMOND” HERE. 


Gem for Which $250,000 Is Said to Have 
Been Paid Arrives on a Liner 
as Freight. 

Locked away for safe keeping in the 
strongbox of the North German Lloyd liner 
Kronprinz Wilhelm, which got in yester- 
day, is the famous blue stone known as the 
‘“*Hope Diamond.” It was recently pur- 
chased in London by Simon Frankel, a 
jeweler of this city, who, according to re- 
port, paid $250,000 for it. 

Mr. Frankel was a: passenger on the 
Kronprinz. He was reticent concerning 
the gem. He would not admit that he 
had brought it with him, nor would he state 
the exact price he had paid for it. He de- 
clared that he had purchased it for business 
purposes, and not for a wealthy American 
woman, as has been reported. From an 
officer of the customs it was learned that 
the stone was on board the liner, having 
been brought across as freight. To-day it 
will be appraised, and on payment of the 
duty required turned over to the purchaser. 

Mr. Frankel was met by Emanuel Gattle, 
a Fifth Avenue jeweler, who boarded the 
Kronprinz off Quarantine. Before he went 
down the bay on the revenue cutter Mr. 
Gattle said he was prepared to pay $300,000 
for the stone, and added that that was the 
When the 
Kronprinz was berthed some four hours 
later Mr. Frankel and Mr. Gattle were 
among the first to disembark. Mr. Gattle 
said he had been unable to make a deal 
with Mr. Frankel. ‘I offered him $35v,- 
000,’’ he said, *‘ but he wouldn’t listen to 
the proposition.”” When seen again last 
night Mr. Gattle said that he had been un- 
able to persuade Mr. Frankel to part with 
the jewel. 

The ‘Hope diamond” was sold a few 
weeks ago by order of a Master in Chan- 
cery in London. It was the property of 
Lord Francis Pelham Clinton Hope, who 
after a long 
legal fight. It is a cushion shaped stone 
weighing 44% karats, and is the largest 
blue diamond in existence, the next larg- 
est, the Brunswick stone, weighing only 
10% karats. i 

In 1688 Tavernier, the famous French 
traveler, took to Paris twenty-five  dia- 
monds, all of which were bought by Louis 
XIV. A blue stone weighing 112% karats 
was in the collection, The cutting of the 
stone brought its weight down to 67% 
karats, During the French Revolution the 
stone mysteriously disappeared. It did not 
reappear until 1830. It was then in the 
possession of a man named Daniel Ellison. 
Ellison sold it to Henry Thomas Hope, a 
London banker, for £13,000, It is now re-

EDUCATING CUBAN CHILDREN. 


The Cuban Orphan Society Reports 
Gratifying Progress at Its 
Annual Meeting. 

The Cuban Orphan Society, of which 
Gen. Francis V. Greene is the President, 
heid its second annual meeting yesterday 
afternoon in the United Charities Building. 
Miss Laura D, Gill, Dean of Barnard 
College, made a short address’ on the 
“Educational Aspects of the Society's 

Work.’ She said, in part: 

**In 1895, just before the outbreak of the 
three years’ war, there were 355 schools in 
the island, whereas, to satisfy the require- 
ments of the law, there should have been 
1,800, After 1895 the teachers were prac- 
tically unpaid. 

“On Dec. 6, 1899, Gen. Brooke opened the 
new system, with 3,000 schools and 120,000 
pupils. Since that time only 500 more 
schools -have been found necessary, and 
the students number 175,000. At first for 
al! the schools there were only 1,100 pro- 
fessional teachers, leaving the remaining 
positions to be filled by willing but_un- 
trained girls. These, however, availed 
theinselves of all opportunities, came north 
and studied our methods, and have become, 
ov A ae ted handicaps, a very efficient 
ody. 

Thomas B. Adams spoke of the work of 
the society from the Cuban standpoint, and 
Miss Grace Minns of Boston, Inspector of 
the society for Cuba, said in relating some 
of her experiences there that in Cuba New 
Englanders might acquire what it was gen- 
erally conceded they lacked—that is, good 
manners. 

The Cuban Orphan Soclety was incor- 
porated Jan. 30, 1900, having for a purpose 
the care of the orphan and other destitute 
chitdren of Cuba. Funds are obtained by 
public ana personal Bopeeis, and la:gely 
trom che Children’s National Easter I'esti- 
val. It has a staff of twenty salaried 
workers in Cuba, and the Treasurer’s 1re- 
port shows a balance on hand of $32,610.08. 


ALDERMEN NOT IN HARMONY. 


Dispute About Asphalt Paving and an 
Attack on an Appropriation Giving 
Work to Horgan & Slattery. 


The Board of Aldermen met yesterday 
and transacted routine business. A report 
and resolutions were read from the Rapid 
Transit Commission asking for a change of 
route on Lenox Avenue from One Hundred 
and Forty-second Street to One Hundred 
and Fiftieth Street, Alderman McCall of- 
fered a resolution that the matter be con- 
sidered at the meeting next Tuesday, which 
was adopted, 

A contest between the Tammany mem- 
bers and the Republicans took place on the 
question of asphalt paving. The minority 
leader, Mr. McInnes, objected to the pas- 
sage of resolutions providing for the pav- 
ing of Pitkin Avenue in Brooklyn. Alder- 
man Bridges said that the leader of the 
Republican minority could not run the 
poard. The final vote was 838 to 14, and 
the resolution to pave the avenue was de- 
clared lost. 

The question of appropriating $275,000 for 
the New Harlem Hospital was then con- 
sidered. Alderman Goodman made an at- 
tack on the resolutions and claimed that 
the matter was being put through for the 
benefit of Horgan & Slattery, the Tam- 
many architects. Alderman McCall held a 
consultation with Vincent J. Slattery of the 
firm of Horgan & Slattery while the debate 
was going on. The appropriation was 
finally passed. 

Horgan & Slattery Were appointed archi- 
tects by the Board of Estimate some time 
ago, and the bond issue yesterday provides 
for architects’ fees and the construction of 
the building.

A DEFECT IN TAX LAWS 


Buyer of Condemned Land Gets a 
Veritable “‘ Gold Brick.” 


Payment of Arrears Within Two Years’ 
Clause Robs Unwitting Mrs. Hol- 
comb of Valuable Property. 


The State of New York is unwittingly a 
vendor of ‘‘ gold bricks,” and the attempt 
will be made at the coming session of the 
Legislature to amend certain laws so that 
innocent purchasers of land sold for unpaid 
taxes shall no longergbe robbed. 

The discovery of the defective legal enact- 
ments grew out of a suit begun against the 
State by Mrs. Mary Holcomb of Acidalia, 
Delaware County. Mrs. Holcomb owns a 
farm at Hancock, in the same county. A 
few years ago a strip of land adjoining her 
property was advertised for sale for unpaid 
taxes. It was bought in by the State. Then 
Mrs. Holeomb concluded she wanted it. 

Under the law the State Controller turns 
over all property bid in by him to the Land 
Board, which is composed of State officials, 
who, under an existing statute, can elect 
the character of the deed that shall be giv- 
en a purchaser. Mrs. Holcomb applied to 
the Land Board for the particular piece of 
land. Her request was granged, and upon 
the payment of $186 she was given a quit- 
claim deed. 

Mrs. Holcomb had been in possession but 
a short time when along came Warren 
Ransom, receiver of a bank at Havana, 
Steuben County. He had found among the 
assets a deed to the property which had 
come into the ownership of the bank 
through the foreclosure of a mortgage giv- 
en as collateral security for the payment of 
a note. 

He had already taken advantage of the 
provision of a law permitting a property 
Owner to redeem within two years any 
piece of land sold by the State upon the 
payment of the amount due at the time of 


sale, with 10 per cent. interest added. He 
paid the Controller $204.60. 

“Tt own this land,’ said Mr. Ransom to 
Mrs. Holcomb. 

‘IT guess not,” replied Mrs. Holcomb. “I 
have a deed to it from the State.”’ 

‘*I don’t care what you have,’’ respond- 
ed Mr. Ransom. ‘I own the property, and 
want it. So you must get off.” 

“T'll do nothing of the kind,” 
Mrs. Holcomb, 

“Yes, you will,’’ rejoined Mr. Ransom, 
‘for I will not only dispossess you, but 
I’ll sue you for trespass.’’ 

And he did, with the result that he was 
not only given possession but recovered 
$100 damages for trespass, which Mrs. 
Holcomb paid. 

Mrs. Holcomb appealed to the State au- 
thorities for relief. The Controller admit- 
ted the receipt of her money, and also of 
the $204.60 from Mr. Ransom, but could 
find no law which permitted the return of 
her money to her until it had been passed 
upon by the Court of Claims. To secure a 
hearing there Lafayette B. Gleason, a Del- 
aware County lawyer, had a special bill 
passed. bs 

Then Mr. Gleason went before the Court 
of Claims and was promptly defeated on 
the ground that the State having sold 
something it did not own, Mrs. Holcomb 
had no remedy. 

Up to date Mrs. Holcomb is out of pocket 
more than $350, including lawyers’ fees; 
the State has been twice paid the tax of 
$186, with $18.60 additional, and Receiver 
Ransom has possession of the property and 
Mrs. Holecomb’s $100. 

The strange condition of affairs is puz- 
zling legislators whose attention has been 
called to it, and the majority of these 
favor the passage of a law which will com- 
pel the delinquent taxpayer, who wants to 
redeem the land, to deal with the purchaser 
of the property instead of with the State. 
This system prevails in several States, and 
operates well. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


GRANT OF LANDS VOID IF IN POSSESSION 
OF PERSON CLAIMING ADVERSELY TO 
GRANTOR.—E. May De Garmo, claiming 
title to certain premises in Livingston 
County, this State, by purchase at a mort- 
gage foreclosure sale, brought suit against 
George W. Phelps, alleging that the latter 
was in possession and unlawfully withhold- 
ing the property from the plaintiff. It ap- 
peared that the defendant, Phelps, by his 
tenant, was in possession of the premises 
at the time of the conveyance to the mort- 
gagor, who lost at the sale at which the 
plaintiff was a purchaser. The defendant’s 
title was by a tax deed from the Treasurer 
of Livingston County, and he had been 
holding adversely since 1892, The Fourth 
Appellate Division affirms a judgment dis- 
missing the complaint on the opinion of 
Justice Nash, delivered at Trial Term. He 
says that the facts bring the case directly 
within the inhibition of the statute which 
provides that every grant of lands shall be 
absolutely void if at the time of the delivery 
of the deed such lands shall be in the actual 
possession of a person claiming under.a 
title adverse to that of the grantor. And 
however defective the title under which 
the premises are held adversely may be, the 
statute is’ applicable.

AGREEMENT TO LEASE PROPERTY BY WILL 
Vorip FOR UNCERTAINTY.—After the death 
of John Och, Richard Ripsom and Augustus 
Ripsom sued his executors to compel the 
specific performance of an alleged agree- 
ment by which the decedent promised to 
give them all his property at his death. 
The plaintiffs alleged that under the will 
of Anna Maria Ripsom they, together with 
Och, received property worth $3,600. The 
Ripsoms gave Och a quitclaim deed of their 


share in the property for the stated consid- 
eration of $900, of which $800 was to be 
paid in cash and $100 for masses for the 
repose of the soul of Anna Maria Ripsom 
and the erection of a stone at her grave. 
The Fourth Appellate Division has affirmed 
a judgment of the Special Term of the Su- 
preme Court dismissing the action, on the 
opinion of Justice Dunwell. ‘‘ There are ob- 
vious facts and circumstances, says Jus- 
tice Dunwell, ‘‘ tending to contradict the 
making of a contract. No writing was 
drawn, although it was necessary to resort 
to writings in conveying the property. So 
long as a part of the transaction required 
a writing, why was the plaintiff's impor- 
tant interest in the transaction left to 
memory only? Each of the plaintiffs, at the 
time of the conveyance, received a cash 
consideration of $400. This is in some de- 
gree inconsistent with the idea of other 
consideratio&. The cases in this State where 
parole agreements have been enforced by 
specific performance, are where the party 
invoking the aid of the court has per- 
formed labor or made improvements upon 
property or rendered consideration follow- 
ing the bargain or in pursuance of it. 
Here the only consideration moving from 
the plaintiffs was a present one; the part- 
ing with their title. They can’t support 
their contention, as has been done in most 
reported cases, by acts done subsequently 
that could be only explained upon the the- 
ory that what was done was in pursuance 
of a contract, thereby supporting the al- 
leged existence of a contract. This con- 
tract is devoid of such support. If, how- 
ever, the evidence was sufficient to estab- 
lish the contract in controversy in this 
case, it has not been the practice of the 
courts of equity in this State to enforce

McCOMB WILL CONTEST. 





Daughter of Testator Fights Clause For- | 


bidding Her Marrying Her 
Sweetheart. 


Justice Scott yesterday handed down a 
decision in the suit brought by Fannie 
Rayne McComb against the Title Guarantee 
and Trust Company to determine. the legal 
effect of a certain provision in one of the 
codicils of her father’s will, which cut her 
off from sharing equally with her sisters 
and brothers in the McComb estate, if she 
married one Louis Herzog, in which the 
Court said that it was not yet the time to 
Pass upon such a question until the mar- 
riage prohibited had taken place. 

The will of the late James Jennings Mc- 
Comb, by which he left upward of $15,000,- 
000 worth of property, contained the pro- 
vision that if his daughter Fannie did not 
marry Louis Herzog she would share 
equally in his estate with her one brother 
and two sisters. In case she did marry Her- 
zog, she was to receive from the estate 
only $15,000 a year as an annual income, 
and upon her death her children were to 
receive, absolutely, $300,000. James Jen- 
nings McComb, the father, died on March

By 
his will, which was filed on Sept. 26, he 
created a trust of $30,000 for the benefit 
of Charles A. Glover, who was in his em- 
ploy for twenty years, which reverts to 
the estate upon Glover's death. 

Maria Dolan, sister of the decedent, was 
to have received the residue of the estate, 
but she died a few months before the tes- 
tator, and under certain provisions of the 
will the residue of the property, after cre- 
ating three trusts of $10,000 each for Anna 
Delia Lee, widow of James D. Lee, of 28 
Rochester Avenue, Brooklyn; Jeannette 
Pelham of 24 Christopher Street, and Jane 
Franklin, was left in equal shares to the 
five nieces of the testator, children of his 
eldest brother, Godwin Dolan.

It entered his right 
foot and gradually spread through his 
body.
